SAFE LANE DISCOVERED 
BY ADMIRAL MOFFETT 


Airship Reaches Lakehurst 
Safely After Storm Cut 
Detroit Visit Short. 


Youngstown, Ohio, Oct. 16 (By 
A. P.).—The dirigible Los An- 
geles in her turnings and twistings 
over an area of northeastern Ohio 


Thursday night, was fighting the 
same combination of conflicting 
winds which caused the destruction 
of the Shenandoah over Ohio, ac- 
cording to Rear Admiral W. A. 
Moffett, who was in command of 
the Los Angeles Thursday night. 
He came here today to dedicate a 
municipal air port. 

Over Columbiana county, as the 
Los Angeles crossed the Pennsyl- 
vania-Ohio line, a brisk cold wind 
suddenly sprang up from the north. 
From the south came equally 
strong, hot winds. 


Observers Were Mystified. 


Rear Admiral Moffett said he 
began maneuvering to find an air 


lane through which the ship could 
pass, to escape the conflicting cross- 
currents. Finally such a lane was 
discovered, and he 
speed ahead. It was at that time 
that the dirigible swung south and 
passed over Akron. 

The admiral’s statement ex- 
plained maneuvers which-had mys- 
tified Ohio observers. The dirigi- 
ble seemed to be lost as it swung 
about over Columbiana county. 
Finally, as it was over Struthers, a 
few miles from Youngstown, it 
suddenly swung south at full speed. 
It was at this point, Admiral Moffett 
said today, that the air lane was 
found by which the ship was taken 
out of conflicting winds. 

The admiral said the Los Angeles 
was of sturdier construction than 
the Shenandoah, and he believed 
that it could weather practically 
any storm. 


Returns to Lakehurst. 


Lakehurst, N. J., Oct. 16 (By A. 
P.).—The first major flight of the 


dirigible Los Angeles since the 
Shenandoah disaster, ended at 5:35 
o’clock this morning when the craft 
arrived over the air field after a 
780-mile trip from Detroit. 

The flight was completed in 13 
hours and.5 minutes, cruising at an 
average speed of 60 miles an hour. 
The ship traveled a total of 1,550 
miles. 

“We had a very pleasant trip,”’ 
the skipper, Lieut. Comdr. C. E. 
Rosendahl, said. ‘‘The only trouble 
we had was caused by a wireless 
antennae wire becoming loose after 
we left Lakehurst. 

‘‘Mr. Ford met us at the mast at 
Dearborn yesterday and came 
aboard the ship. He was deeply 
impressed by its performance. He 
was to take a flight with us, but 
the storm warnings caused .an early 
departure, which made it impos- 
sible. Mr. Ford tendered us a won- 
derful dinner.’”’ 


Anxiety Over Fate 
Of Overdue Vessel 


St. John, N. B., Oct. 16 (By A. 
P.).—lIncreased anxiety was  ex- 
pressed today over the fate of the 
steamship Haleakala of the Amer- 
can Republic Line, last heard from 
in Southern waters. Miss Charlotte 
Pratt, sister of the commander of 
the Haleakala, Capt. John Pratt, an- 
nounced that she had been unable 
to get definite news of the vessel, 
due at Montevideo from Norfolk 
September 24. 

New York, Oct. 16 (By A. P.).— 
Moore & McCormack, Inc., of this 
city, agents for the Haleakala, said 
today they had tried répeatedly last 
week to reach the Haleakaya by 
radio. The agents said they had 
not given up hope.

It seems at this writing almost

Higher foreign markets held the 
domestic wheat market firm during 
the week ended October 16, and 
prices made further advances at 
most markets, according to the 
weekly grain market review of. the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture. The corn market weak- 
ened slightly as crop conditions be- 
came more favorable and the move- 
ment of the new crop in the South. 
west increased. Prices of other 


grains held fairly steady. 

The Liverpool wheat market ad- 
vanced 3 to 4 cents, but this was 
largely the result of increased ocean 
freight rates. In general, however 
the world’s wheat. market situation 
continued firm. A revision of the 
estimate of-the French wheat crop 
reduced the September estimate 
about 10,000,000 bushels. Esti- 
mates from other countries also 
were reduced slightly; making the 
total northern hemisphere .crop vir- 
tually the same as last year. Weath- 
er conditions in Canada were im- 
proved, but harvesting operations 
and marketing were interrupted oc- 
casionally by rain and snow. Cana- 
dian movement to date has been re- 
stricted by unfavorable weather. 

The United States crop. accord- 
ing to the October 1 estimate, will 
fotal around 840,000,000 bushels, 
of which about 213,000,000 bush- 
els is spring wheat. This spring 
wheat estimate includes § approxi- 
mately 48,000,000 bushels of du- 
rum wheat produced in Minnesota, 
the Dakotas and Montana. The 
spring wheat crop is about 58.,- 
000,000 bushels smaller than last 
year, but the winter wheat crop is 
about 230,000,000 bushels larger 
than last year.

Questions as to the propriety of 
increasing the number of adver- 


tised brands on the market are not 
new by any means. I have heard 
them repeated many times during 
the 26 years that I have been a 
banker and, most of that time, a 
student and practitioner of ad- 
vertising. And now such ques- 
tions are ° more persistently 
asked than’ ever, although they 
are adequately answered by the 
new and successfully advertised 
brands which appear.on the market 
from month to month. 

To me, all questions of the kind 
are inconsistent. In no other pro- 
fession or business activity are so 
many thousands of clever, well- 
informed minds engaged as in ad- 
vertising. 
the world has so much money been 
invested in the work of merchan- 
dising by means of the printed 
word. Never bé@fore has the eco- 
nomic power of paid publicity been 
so successfully demonstrated by 
the advertising salesman. But re- 
gardless of the fact that brands or 
trade-marks are a necessary means 
of identifying all Kinds of manu- 
factured products, we hear busi- 
ness men asking the question: 
‘Are there too many advertised 
brands?”’ 

As a banker, I am deeply inter- 
ested in all that Mes back of that 
question and vitally concerned in 
its logical alswer. ‘In the first 
place, the bank with which I am 
associated has been constantly ad-

vertised since its organization, and 


the development and success of the 
institution are largely due to the 
paid publicity we have used in mak- 
ing our service features known to 
the public. 


Banks Like Advertising. 


‘Furthermore, We are. interested 


and our prospective borrowers. In 
this respect, bankers are giving 
more careful consideration than 
ever before to the advertising of 
their customers, for the reason that 
the right kind of advertising has a 
favorable influence on banking 
risks and the security of commer- 
cia] loans. There is no doubt, all 
other factors being equal, that the 
prospective borrower who is a suc- 
cessful advertiser will receive more 
favorable consideration from the 
average bank than will a= non- 
advertiser. And yet, when the item 
of advertising is missing from a 
statement, or when it is so small 
as to indicate that it is a mere re- 
ceptacle for charitable and policy 
contributions, its omission or di- 
minutive size is explained, usually, 
by something of this kind: 

“We do not advertise because 
we do not think it would pay us to 
do so. You see, there are already 
too many advertised brands in our 
line.”’ ; 

Not infrequently the prospective 
borrower goes on to explain that 
he is able to sell his goods -with- 
out advertising because of their su- 
periority over the products of his 
competitors. Sometimes he dwells 
on the attractiveness of his brands 
or packages, and insists that the 
perfection of his selling method 
makes advertising unnecessary. 

Obviously, any argument of this 
kind is based on a misconception 
of what advertising really is and 
what it should accomplish. The 
average manufacturer of 40 years 
ago knew little about advertising. 
He strove to keep ahead of compe- 
tition by making better and more 
attractive goods, and he built up 
his business by inducing jobbers 
and retailers to feature his selling 
points. Then he relied, very large- 
ly, on the word-of-mouth praise of 
consumers to enlarge the general 
demand for his brands. Naturally 
he branded all of his merchandise 
so that those who liked it might 
readily identify it when: repurchas- 
ing. 

. Speeds Up Selling. 


Today the average successful 
manufacturer is using the economic 
power of advertising to speed up 
and to simplify the old and natural 
process of selling. Business moves 
so rapidly today that our jobbers 
and retailers/ haven't the time to

Each one of these individuals 
is attempting to increase his profits 
and stabilize his business; but to 
accomplish this each is adding to 
the sum total of invaluable inforn'a- 
tion which advertising furnishes to 
the public.

keep healthy, how to live long how 
to enjoy life, where to go, what to 
do. what to see, what to wear, what

Can there be too much advertis- 
ing of different brands of tooth 
paste when only about one-third of 
the population uses it? Every ad- 
vertisement of a tooth paste brand 
increases the number of people who 
brush their teeth.

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TAX RELIEF. 

The demand for immediate tax reduc- 
tion is voiced by business men in all 
parts of the country in rapidly increas- 
ing numbers. As to the manner in which 
the reduction shall be made there is 
much difference of opinion. Possibly 
failure to agree upon a plan of reduction 
may prevent any reduction at all. 

Corporations generally are asking for 
a reduction of the corporation tax from 
13% per cent to 10 per cent. Plausible 
arguments are advanced in favor of this 
saduction. It is suggested that the con-: 
sumer pays this tax several times over, 
as eacn corporation handling a commod- 
ity from its raw state to its delivery to 
the consumer must exact a profit. But 
when it is borne in mind that the cor- 
poration tax is on profits only, and that 
_the profits of manufacturers will not 
average more than 10 per cent on the 
price of an article, it is seen that the 
consumer is not heavily burdened by the 
corporation profits tax. 

The heaviest tax falls upon individuals 
earning small incomes. These persons 
pay the bulk of the corporation profits 
tax besides their individual income tax., 
As the most numerous class on the tax 
roll they are the burden bearers; and the 
tax upon their incomes is a heavier load, 
proportionately, than that borne by any 
corporation, however large, because the 
individual income tax in the smaller 
brackets is a tax upon earnings, exacted 
from a man who is also paying his share 
of.the corporation profits tax. 

The reduction of the corporation tax 
would bring the accusation that Con- 
gress and the administration favor the 
rich as against the poor; but a reduction 
of individual incomes under $7,500 would 
relieve several million individuals and 
would be very popular. The cost' of 
collecting small income taxes is propor- 
tionately much greater than the cost of 
collecting taxes from corporations. The 
government, by removing the tax from 
small incomes, could materially reduce 
the personnel of the income tax division. 

If the Democrats in Congress are .wise 
they will press for early tax reduction 
and insist that the reduction shall be 
effected by exempting incomes of $7,500 
and under, leaving the corporation profits 
tax where it now stands. 


AIR MAIL BY CONTRACT. 


Announcement is made that the gov- 
ernment proposes to relinquish operation 
of the transcontinental and the over- 
night New York to Chicago air mail lines 
to private enterprise. From the start 
there never has been any intention on 
the part of the government to operate 
these services permanently. Now that 
Congress has placed control-of civil avia- 
tion in the hands of the Department of 
Commerce, the sooner the air mail is 
placed on a contract basis the better it 

will be for all. 

No air mail line can be operated at a 
profit today on its income from postal 


_, revenue alone. The original operator of

This plant, 
operated by a corporation actively ex- 
ploiting the passenger and express ad- 
vantages of air transport, could afford 
to carry the mail more cheaply than if it 
were confined to mail transport alone. 
The mail, in short, must be an adjunct 
of air transport and not the sole source 
of revenue. 


WHY NOT COMBINE?” 

The producers of corn, cotton and sil- 
ver are ina bad way. There is overpro- 
duction and underconsumption of these 
desirable commodities. Prices are fall- 
ing in consequence. 

The average annual production of corn 
in the United States ts about 2,500,000,- 
000 bushels.- Only 24,000,06 shels 
were exported during the 5-a: ending 
July 1. All but 4 per cent of the corn 
orop is usually consumed in this country. 
Instead of keeping the usual number of 
hogs to be fattened on corn, Western 
farmers last year sold too many hogs 
and then found themselves loaded up 
with too much corn. Ever since then 
they have asked the government to take 
over their surplus and guarantee them a 
profit on the whole crop. 


around 14,000,000 bales. During the 
year ending July 1 exports were about 
7,900,000 bales, a drop of about 1,000,000 
bales. This -year the crop is estimated 
at about 1¢,675,000 bales, and foreign 
demand is still shrinking. 

The world production of silver is about 
285,000,000 ounces, an increase of 40 per 
cent since 1920. The price of silver has 
gone down to about 5534 cents an ounce. 
The restoration of the gold standard in 
several countries is believed to have ham- 
mered down the price of silver. Pro- 
ducers are. afraid that China and India 
may abandon the silver standard. A few 
years ago Mr. Bryan asked Congress to 
raise the price of silver by law, just as 
the corn belt politicians are now asking 
Congress to raise the price of corn.

Total exports of commodities for the 
first nine months of this year were val- 
ued at more than $3,410,000,000, slightly 
below the same period for last year. 
However, it is expected that the differ- 
ence will be made up during the remain- 
ing three months of this year. It is an- 
ticipated that the total commodity ex- 
ports for the calendar year will reach a 


value of approximately $5,000,000,000. . 


‘Last year they were valued at $4,909,- 
000,000. 

For the first nine months of this year 
imports of commodities were valued at 
more than $3,323,000,000, while the to- 
tal imports of the year are expected to 
reach a value of more than $4,500,000,- 
000. 

The country’s foreign commerce has 
now reached the peak season of the year, 
and there is no reason to doubt that the 
total of this year’s foreign trade will ex- 
ceed $9,500,000,000. This is a larger 
volume of trade with foreign countries 
than in any year prior to the world war, 
or since 1920. 

If foreign trade is any criterion the 
United States is in the midst of a period 
of unusual prosperity.

"The the Editor of the Post—Sir: 
The evidence given to the sub-com- 
mittee of the House District com- 
mittee last spring on public school 
conditions, and such evidence as 
was given a few days ago tg the new 
subcommittee which is to make a 
survey of the District government, 
brought out two facts, or what is 
claimed to be facts, namely, that 
achool property and its upkeep is 
costing too much, and that the Dis- 
trict has not sufficient school 
facilities. 

At this time I shall not comment 
on the cost of school property and 
its upkeep, but confine myself to 
the lack of school facilities. 

The American people are com- 
pletely sold on the advantage of 
public schools. There seems to be 
no complaint about providing 
needed public school. facilities, the 
Himit being only the financial 
ability to provide everything neces- 
sary. 

Practically every American be- 
lieves that all children should be 
given an opportunity to secure an 
education at the cost of the com- 
munity; and the same persons are 
probably a unit against child labor. 
Child labor laws and the greater 
use of the public schools for com- 
munity service and the teaching of 
adults in the public schools, etc., I 
shall consider beyond the scope of 
this letter. 

The crux of the situation appears 
to me to be, Up to what age should 
the child be compelled to go to 
school? The obvious answer to Mme

Servjng Butter Substitute in Army 
and Navy Draws Criticism— 
Product Is Held to Lack Vita- 
mines—Use Is Called vee to 
Farmers. 


To the Editor of The Post—Sir: 
Your timely editorial of October 9 


on “Pure Food,’’ and the letter of 
Dr. Wiley on whole wheat bread 
are of great educative value. 

I take the liberty of calling at- 
tention in the interest ‘of public 
health to the value of pure milk 
and butter in lieu of the substi- 
tutes, notably oleomargarine. I was 
surprised in reading the daily menu 
of the inmates of St. Elizabeths. 
The government expends $3,000,- 
000 per annum to feed the 4,000 
unfortunates. The menu gives oleo- 
margarine and no butter at any 
time. 

Again, in one of the Washington 
journals {In a Sunday issue contain- 
ing an illustrated full-page article, 
the writer told of the extreme care 
the government took in providing 
wholesome food for the doughboys 
and sailors in the military and na- 
val forces of the United States. 
The writer gave a full account of 
textbooks and special training of 
the men who inspected the food 
purchased for the army and navy; 
that these experts. even inspected 
the dairy farms that produced the 
butter; but nowhere in the article 
could I find any inspection of the 
oleo factories, which, according to 
the army regulations, furnish one- 
fourth of a pound of oleo daily for 
each soldier. The article says: 
“Cream, milk, butter and cheese 
are tested under laboratory con- 
ditions. Mounted skeletons of dairy 
cows and confirmation charts are 
scrutinized carefully. Eventually | 
the class goes on inspection visits | 
to the great dairy plants in Chi- | 
cago, and travels into southern Wis- | 
consin, where it visits dairy farms, 
cheese factories, condensing plants | 
and evaporated milk plants.

“Vitamine A is abundant in but- 
ter, cream, cheese and whole milk.” 

Dr. McCollum, of Johns Hopkins, 
after long and numerous experi- 
ments, has demonstrated that ‘‘oleo- 


margarine is totally lacking in vita- 


mines, that children fed on oleo suf- 
fer from rickets and other dis- 
eases.”” Oleo is manufactured from 
cocoanut oil, an imported article, 
cottonseed oil and some other sub- 
stances lacking in vitaminhes. But- 
ter is human food; its constituents 
can not be used to make soap or 
fretilizers which can be done with 
the oleo constituents. The dairy 
farmers of America work from 
12 to 14 hours per day, 365 days 
in the year. Their product, the 
most healthful and _ life-giving, 
should receive the consideration of

Texas and Arkansas Will Have 
Strong Campaigns Before 
Legislatures Meet. 


‘WORK IN MICHIGAN, TOO 


Texas and Arkansas head the 
list of States that will have strong 
campaigns before coming legislative 
sessions for the enactment of State 
real estats license laws. License 
provisions for the protection of 
investors in real estate against 
unscruplous or unreliable agents 
are being considered by State 
Association of Real Estate Baards, 
17 of which are holding annual 
conventions this present month. 

The Texas Association of Real 
istate Boards, at its annual con- 
vention just concluded at Wichita 
Falls, authorized appointment of a 


committee to obtain immediate and 
favorable consideration by the 
legislature of the State for a real 
estate license law. The association 
outlined plans for the launching of 
a State-wide campaign to reduce 
taxes on real estate. It indorsed 
the movement now in progress for 
a nation-wide advertising program 
for Texas. 

A real estate license law will be 
one of the two principal objectives 
of the Arkansas State association 
for the coming year, according to 
resolutions adopted at its annual 
convention just held in Fort Smith. 
The association will urge the legis- 
lature to pass a law, one provision 
of which would require those whose 
duties are to engage in the real 
estate business to pass a qualifica- 
tion test. ‘oe 

Modification of the inheritance 
tax is another measure which rhe 
realtors of the State have pledged 
themselves to support. The Ark- 
ansus association indorsed plans for 
a greater highway development, and 
pledged itself further to a realtor 
campaign advertising the State and 
its advantages. It called on every 
member board to organize and con- 
duct classes in real estate, open to 
the general public and to nonmem- 
bers engaged in the real estaie busi- 
ness in nearby towns where there 
is no real estate board. - 

Amendment of the Michigan real 
estate license law to providé for its 
adminigtration by a commission of 
three experienced real estate men 
who would serve without salary, 
and the atoption: of a uniform 
mortgage law have been selected by 
the legislative committee of the 
Michigan Reai Estate association

It is 
expected that this committee, which 
is a subcommittee of the associa- 
tion’s standing committee on city 
planning and zoning, will take more 
interest in Washington because of 
the fact the national association is 
particularly interested in the beau- 
tification of the Nation’s Capital. 
The purpose of this subcommittee is 
to work out definite proposals for 
adoption by cities and States of reg- 
ulations in regard to billboard 
placement.

The National Association of Real 
Estate Boards was the first national

residential sections.

Urge Preservation of Beauty. 


‘“‘We recognize that the natural 
beauty of our country is a public 
heritage to be conserved,” the res- 
olution states. ‘‘It is a community 
possession, and no individual and 
no corporation has the right to des- 
poil the natural scenic beauty of 
| the land for private profit. 

‘“*‘We believe that with the growth 
\of the movement for city planning 
and zoning aS a means to direct 
the future development of Ameri- 
can cities, stabilize their land 
values and preserve their esthetic 
values for community living, we 
should give serious consideration 
to the problem of outdoor adver- 
tising as one phase of the zoning 
movement. 

‘‘We hold that the indiscriminate 
use of signboards today retards the 
development of desirable districts. 
and tends to destroy values in 
districts already built up, and that 
such signboards have become an of- 
fense to the public generally. We 
hold further that the time has comp» 
when we shall determine whether 
the character, location, extent and 
maintenance of signboards can not 
be so regulated and controlled. as 
to give legitimate opportunity for 
necessary advertising without the 
continuance of the present harmful 
conditions: Therefore, be it 

‘‘Resolved, That the National 
Association of Real Estate Boards 
recommend to the various’ exe- 
cutives, city and State, and 
to the various - planning and 
zoning cofmission, that imme- 
diate study: be made of this prob- 
lem, both with reference to county 
and State areas, which ahall pre- 
vent the destroying of the beauty 
spots of the open country and dis-

Decline of 16 Per Cent Reported in Figures From 463 
Cities and Towns—Florida Permits Indicate 
Renewed Construction Activity. 


A loss of 16 per cent was sus- 
tained in building permits filed in 
‘September in the 4683 principal 
American cities and towns com- 
pared with September, 1926, ac- 
cording ‘to the national monthly 
building survey_of S. W. Straus & 
Co., made public yesterday. The 
same cities lost 4% per cent dur- 
ing the first nine months of the 
year compared with the same pe- 
riod last year. The volume of 
plans filed for the three-quarters 
of the year as $3,281,735,879 com- 
pared with $3,437,314,253 during 
the same period of 1925. - 

The decline in building activi- 
ties was fairly -well scattered over 
the country. New York, Los An- 
geles, Cleveland, Boston, St. Louis, 
Milwaukee, Pittsburgh, Portland, 
Oreg., and Oakland, Calif., reported 
considerable losses in September 
as compared with the same month 
a year ago, while important gains 
were shown in Chicago, Detroit, 
San Francisco, Newark, N. J., Bal- 
timore, Albany, Cincinnati, Buf- 
falo, Yonkers and Columbus, Ohio.

NDOUBTEDLY the dramatie 
sensation of this season has 
esa “The Captive,” that mor- 
bit psychological study of abnor- 
mality by the French Edouard 
Bourdet.

In Pictures Sketched 


The promise of a new Mary Pick- 
ord starring production at Loew’s 
Columbia, starting this afternoon, 
under the title of ‘“Sparrows,”’ 
makes appropriate a brief glance at 
her career, which she began at the 
age of 5 with a Toronto stock com- 
‘pany.

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The impending centennial cele- 
bration of the now great American 
institution of vaudeville will be ob- 
served during the current season of 
1926-27 in every city and most of 
the towns of this country. In its 
Mascent days of 1826 in the now 
forgotten ‘Lafayette theater in 
Laurens street, near Canal, the 
novel form of diversified entertain. 
ment was called ‘“Varieties,’’ the 
* programs being made up of a series 
of dances or song solos, a recita- 
tion or two, feats of strength, a 
trained animal occasionally, and as 
an added attraction, perhaps, a two- 
headed calf, a three-legged chicken, 
and on one occasion, at least, a 
“dancing dwarf in comic ballads,” 
who created a sensation on the 
stage of White’s Melodeon theater 
at 53 Bowery, but whose career was 
/ cut short when an enthusiastic cus- 
tomer hit the performer with a 
heavy beer glass. For be it remem. 
bered that the admission to White's 
Melodeon was 12% cents, including 
one drink ora cigar. In those days 
only men attended the “Varieties,” 
tables and chairs filled the audito- 
rium, the shows were crude and 
even vulgar, and much drinking 
and occasional disorder for a time 
hindered and discredited the popu- 
lar progress of the new style of in- 
door amusement. 

There are no fundamentalists 
among the students and historians 
of vaudeville. They are all evolu- 
tionists. They are all agreed that 
the first variety show of 1826 is 
“the missing link.’”’ But it was in 
Boston nearly 40 years ago that the 
primordial creature called ‘Vari. 
ety” first stood up and “walked 
like a man.” It was christened 
“Vaudeville,’’ turned its face toward 
the light and sweetness of life and 
developed swiftly and steadily into 
the world’s most popular branch of 
theatrical entertainment. During 
the century that has passed since 
_the nascence of vaudeville, it has 
‘drawn sustenance and significance 
from every art and science, and in 
its ceaseless search for distin- 
guished diversity it has come to en- 
list foremost artists of drama, 
opera, ballet, instrumental music, 
sport, circus and pantomime. 

The number, beauty, size, cost 
and structural perfection of the 
thousands of vaudeville theaters 
now in prosperous operation in the 
United States and Canada, have be- 
come the wonder and delight of 
audiences and artists everywhere. 
Out of the forgotten ooze and slime 
of the primordial days of ‘‘Variety,”’ 
this splendid institution stands 
forth after 100 years of unfaltering 
progress. For vaudeville has, be. 
the favored diversion of 
American families, of children as 
well as of grown-ups, happy, whole- 
some, instructive and more infinite- 
ly diversified than at any time in 
its history. And in these days of 
tireless progress in all branches of 
amusement, vaudeville has come to 
be regarded as an inexhaustible 
mine of stage talent. From the 
kaleidoscopic stage of the two-a-day 
singers step directly to grand opera, 
virtuosi to the concert stage, come- 
dians, dancers, acrobats and magi- 
cians become stars or features of 
musical comedy, farce and legiti- 
mate drama. 

It is a centennial worth celebrat- 
ing—this hundredth anniversary in 
the history of vaudeville and its 
evolution.

each dye. Qn the old Javanese 
batiks ovply two colors are «sed, 
brown and bine. This Javanere 
batik is resvonsible tor the méenr- 
hued silks and the numerous ftami- 
lies of batiks that have proved so. 
popular the last tew years amone 
workers in the arts and crafts. 

In the hands of many artists batik 
has grown to be a thing of beauty, 
gorgeous in color and exqwisite in| 
design. It is different from the de- 
signs that grace the cotton fabric of 
the Javanese. It is dowbtfol if the 
designs and beauty of workmanship | 
of the Javanese thus been equaled by 
the modern painter on silk. 

There also were many beautifully 
woven textiles from several of the 
islands of the Dutch East Indics 
that are remarkable for the exqui- 
site fineness and technica! perfec- 
tion of the workmanship. In the 
woven materials there is more Va- 
riety of color, and the dark reds, 
glinted with cold thread. are lovely. 
Here the designs are formal, larger | 
in their figures and different from 
the designs of the dyed batiks. 

The women wear the woven and 
dyed cloths, which are practically 
all af cotton, for there is little wool 
raised or needed in a tropical coun- 
try.

Chinese Treasures Here. | 
There are three rare treasures in | 
the Dunthorne gallery, on.Cennecti- 
cut avenue, whieh those interested ; 
in Chinese art will be delighted to 


cee. These treasures are three paint- 
ings. makimonos that belong to the 
Ming and Ching dynasties, covering 
the period from 1360 to 1644. This 
is on the authority of Parrish Wat- 
son,. the Oriental-expert of New 
York. The paintings are on silk, 
rolled on slender sticks as is cus- 
tomary in Chigese paintings of the 
early periods. 

It is in the smbject watter, which 
} of unusual interest, and the marv- 
jlous technique in whic’ the paint- 
»*s of China ave never been ex- 
balled, that the sheer-delight of the 
baintings is held. - 

The ‘‘Westiake” painting is a 
landscape such as the Chinese poets 
delight to sing of and to depict. It 
is of rocks or earth, sky and water, 
the three aspeete of nature that one 
invariably finds in all Chinese paint- 
ing, and whieb represent the three 
aspects of the manifestation of the 
invisible in material ferm. There is 
a delicate color in this painting on 
the background, while the outline 
mostly is in black and white. The 
other Ching painting depicts the 
Buddha and saints in meditation 
and various phages of their life in 
the upper regions, where they are 
served by the lesser saimts and wise 
men who have not attained the state 
of beatification as have the buddhas. 

The third is of the Ming period 
and is unusual in subject. It is 
concerned with horses and the men 
attending them. The painting in 
this instance is done with the re- 
markable skill of the old artists 
and is rich in color. 

There is a “human interest story” 
to these paintings. A Chinese boy 
who is working his way through 
college, brought these makimonos

Sickert Wins Garden Prize. 

‘A special prize of $500, offered 
by the Garden club of Allegheny 
county for a garden picture, was 
awarded to Walter Sickert, of 
London, Sickert is one of the 
pioneers among modern British 
painters. He was born in 18690 
and in 1924 was made an asso- 
ciate of the Royal academy. 

Of the eight awards, one—the 
first—went to an Italian, two to 
English artists, three to Americans, 
one to a Frenchman, and one to 
an Austrian. 

Ferrazzi, who won first prize, was 
born in Rome in 1891. He copied 
old masters for a time under the 
guidance of his father and then 
studied under Coromaldi and Sar- 
torio at the Institute of Fine Arts in 
Rome. 
manner of Segantini. e then 
passed a short but interésting in- 
terval in the impressionist move- 
ment from which he reverted to the 
masters of the fifteenth century. 
Now at 35 years old he has de- 
veloped a highly original art, not 
without traces of the varied influ- 
ences of his early years.

A propcsal has been made to be- 


stow a substantial reward on Lieut. | 


Comdr. Edward Ellsberg, of the 
navy construction corps, for distin- 
fuished and valuable services ren- 
dered in the salvage of the sub- 
marine S-51, which was raised trom 
150 feet of water off Block island 
nine months after being rammed 
and sunk by a merchant vessel. 

The most direct and certain way 
by which this object could be at- 
tained would be for the Navy De- 
partment to make original recom- 
mendations to the congressional 
naval committees for special Jegis- 
lation to this effect. It is not be- 
lieved, however, this action will be 
taken. 

At least there are no indications 

naval authorities will request 
Congress for special authority to 
recognize the services of this of- 
ficer and those associated with him 
in the undertaking, since all of 
them have been the subject of de- 
partmental commendation and ac- 
tion, including award of distin- 
guished service medals and navy 
crosses, With promotion of certain 
enlisted men. 

It is understood Representative 
Emanuel Celler, of Brooklyn, in- 
tends to introduce a bill in behalf 
of Lieut. Comdr. Ellsberg, authoriz- 
ing his appointment as a rear ad- 
In that 
the measure would be re 
tee and submitted in regular course 
to the Navy Department for com- 
ment. 

It is a question as to what the de- 
partment would do in those circum- 
stances. In that quarter, however, 
there has been a reluctance to fay- 
or special legislation transferring 
officers from the active to the re- 
tired list with increase of rank.

NAT OF MAKING FACES 
LEO LADY PEEL TO FAME 


From Stardom and Revue, She 
Passes Into the Films 


as Comedienne. 


New York, Oct. 16 (By A. P.)— 
‘‘Making faces’’ won fame and a 
peerage for Beatrice Lillie, who as 
a little girl imitated people all day 
long. Today she is the only British 
peeress in motion pictures. 

Miss Lillie, in private life Lady 
Peel, wife of Sir Robert Peel, is 
unique among the noblewomen of 
England. She has two identities— 
one as a society leader, wife and 
mother; the other as a stage and 
screen celebrity. She keeps the two 
distinctly apart. 

Born in Toronto, the daughter of 
a musician, she was predestined for 
a. musical career. But—she liked 
to ‘‘make faces.’”’ 

She imitated her family—-she im- 
itated the neighbors. She devel- 
oped an ability at impersonation, 
and her mother, being wise, encour- 
aged it. It did not help her toward 
fame in music-——but it eventually 
led to fame on the stage. Her mar- 
riage to Sir Robert resulted from 
stage stardom, indirectly.

PUBLIC BATTLE ON 
DIPHTHERIA. 
UDSON, .N. Y., is one of 
the small towns that seems 
determined to have no diph- 
theria. There are 4,000 children 
in its public schools, 1,300 of them 
under five years of age. While diph- 
theria may attack adults and adoles- 


cents, we are all agreed that when | 


the children are protected, the dan- 
ger from diphtheria will be at an 
end, practically speaking. 


Health officials commenced im- 
munizing the children of Hudson in 
1923. The number the first year 
was 128. Each year after that there 
was an increase of about 50 per 
cent. For one year prior to the 
lst of June this year there had not 
been a case of diphtheria in Hud- 
son, Prior to five years ago there 
were about 30 cases of diphtheria 
a year. In the four years since im- 
munizing was begun no immunized 
child has had diphtheria. 


Diphtheria comes in waves. It is 
possible that Hudson may again 
have diphtheria. No final word can 
be said on the basis of an observa- 
tion which has lasted only four 
years. If Hudson stays free from 
diphtheria for six years more, the 
evidence will be valuable. Mean- 
while, all we can say is that Hudson 
seems determined to rid itself of 
diphtheria, and in doing so is using 
the best procedure that we know of. 

The Connecticut State board of 
health reports that they find diph- 
theria has a distinct downward 
trend in their State and a good share 
of the decline they attribute to the 
growing tendency to immunize,

a mixture of toxin antitoxin.

FLORIDA MACHINERY 
RUSHED BY AIR MAIL 


Westinghouse Sends Parts for 
Motor to Fort Lauderdale 
at Cost of $160. 


Pittsburgh, Oct. 16.—-In response 
to a plea from the Fort Lauderdale 
municipal water works in the midst 
of Florida’s devastated regions, re- 
cently, the Westinghouse Electric 
& Manufacturing Co. sent coils for 
a 100-horsepower motor from its 
Atlanta plant by air mail to the 
stricken region. The coils were re- 
ceived by the water works, which 
sooh was able to resume opera- 
tions. . 

According to officials of both 
companies, it is the first time any 
large industrial machinery has been 
shipped by governmental air serv- 
ice. The postal charges of the ship- 
ment, which went first class, were 
more than $160. 

When the wire was received by 
the Westinghouse company, the 
shipment was sent by rail on a fast 


express. Shortly after the express 


had pulled out for the Fort Lau- 
derdale section, it was discovered 
that even with the delay in retriev- 
ing the material, a saving of more 
than twelve hours could be made 
if the shipment were rerouted and 
sent by air mail.» A _ telegraphic 
tracer intercepted the machinery. 
After taking the consignment from 
the train at the first stop, the ship- 
ment was sent on by airplane to 
the air mail station, whence it went 
to Florida.

Properties Have Piping 
in Houses. 


STATE OFFERS LARGE 
MARKE! TO PLUMBERS 


College Stages Cempaion to 
Encourage Use of Labor- 
Saving Devices. 


It is surprising to know 
amount of water that is used on the 
average farm of the middle West. 
The water used on the average 160- 
acre farm for one year would fill a 
tank 200 feet square and 6 feet 3 
inches deep, or, in other words, it 
would cover about 5% acres of 
ground 1 foot deep, or 1 acre 5% 
feet deep. The majority of water 
used in the barnyard is pumped by 
a windmill or gasoline engine. 

A study of statistics seems to in- 
dicate that out of 127,700 farms in 
Nebraska only about 10 per cent 
have water piped into the house, 
and only about 6 per cent have 
bathrooms. 

This is surprising when you con- 
sider that there are 108,000 farm- 
owned automobiles and that there 
are more radio sets on the farms af 
the State than there are bathrooms. 
In other words, there are 100,000 
farms or more in Nebraska which 


are a market for some sort of a 
water system which would furnish 
running water at the kitchen sink. 

At $100 per farm this would 
make a potential market for $10,- 
000,000 worth of goods. There is 
no doubt but that the farmer’s wife 
deserves water piped to the kitchen 
when we consider that from 40 to 
70 tons of this life-giving fluid are 
used each year and that if she car- 
ries them 20 feet from the well to 
the kitchen sink she walks 33 miles 
per year. There are many farms 
where the housewife walks more 
than 100 miles per year between 
the well and the kitchen sink, ex- 
pending enough labor to dig five 
wells per year 40 feet deep, or to 
plow approximately 19 acres of 
land. 

Decided on Campaign. 


Even a casual observation will 


convince any one that the men on}: 


the farm have the best of the situ- 
ation as far as labor-saving equip- 
ment is concerned. On one partic- 
ular place in Nebraska it was found 
that the farmer and his hired man 
Were using a hay-loader, manure- 
spreader, manure loader, hay-.-car- 
rier, a litter-carrier, an au- 
tomatic elevator in the gran- 
ary, automatic hoz waterers 
and many other such items which 
totaled more than $1,200, whereas 
a conservative estimate of the 
labor-saving equipment at the house 
would have been $15 to $20. 

Realizing this situation, the ex- 
tension service of the Colleges of 
Agriculture decided to stage a 
~pather intensive campaign in nine 
counties to encourage the use of 
labor-saving devices and conven- 
iences in the farm home. 

Inasmuch as the farm women 
were the ones who were to profit 
most from this work, it was decided 
that the farm women’s club of the 
State would be the best medium of 
contact. 


Trained 300 Delegates. 


March, 1926, was spent training 
more than 300 delegates in regard 
to the use and construction of sim- 
ple water supply and sewage sys- 
tems for farm use. These local 
delegates in turn went back and 
taught the people of their commu- 
nities what they had learned, by 
means of charts and bulletins, fur- 
nished by the extension service. 

The local plumbers in these nine 
counties received bulletins and writ- 
ten material advising them of the 
campaign that was in progress and 
asking them to cooperate in every 
way possible. 

’ A series of demonstrations on the 
construction of the septic tank is 
being held in each of the ‘nine coun- 
ties in cooperation with the Port- 
land Cement association. H. J. 
Young, the representative of the 
Portland Cement association in 
Nebraska, and R. W. Oberlin, of 
the extension service, are conduct- 
ing this work, using a truck as a 
means of transportation and carry- 
ing with them a complete set of 
tools and forms for building a con- 
crete septic tank. It is not intend- 
ed that the home-made tank shall 
be especially advocated, since many 
will prefer to buy ready-made 
tanks.

GUST OF PLUMBING 
TAKES 10 PER GENT 
OF BUILDING DOLLAR 


Total Labor Charges Consume 
More Than Half of Con- 
struction Money. 


Some recent figures, purported to 
have been given out by the United 
States Department of Labor, show 
where the building dollar goes in 
the average home. While many per- 


son from years of experience have 
had an idea, perhaps a little vague, 
as to the distribution of building 
costs among the different trades, 
now they can have some definite 
figures on the subject. 

The total labor cost of the aver- 
uge dwelling is computed to be 59.5 
per cent, based on recent costs ob- 
tained from all sections of the coun- 
try. At first thought this may ap- 
pear rather high, but when we con- 
sider the present wage. scales of 
building mechanics, it probably is 
correct. 

Of particular 
plumbing and 


interest to the 
heating trades is 
this: In the foregoing Federal 
tabulation of the division of the 
building dollar we are informed 
that 10 per cent of it goes into 
plumbing and 8.70 per cent into 
heating, or 18.70 per cent for both.

Men who are in close touch with 
conditions say that there seems to 
be a general tendency of the popu- 
lation to get back to the soil.

Water piped to the dairy and other 
farm buildings makes farm chores 
a quicker and easier task. A water 
system is also a reliable fire pro- 
tection.

They bring 
city comforts to the farm and are 
a powerful force in making farm 
life attractive, especially to young 
folks and competent farm labor.

NS BUBONIC PLAGUE 
SWEEPS ON BAGDAD 


Rats, Believed Responsible for 
Origin of Disease, Blamed 
for Spread. 


HUMANS GET INFECTION 
FROM FLEAS ON RODENTS 


Seen as Sickness of Filth, 
Cleanliness Is Declared 
Only Preventive. 


Recent press reports tell of the 
bubonic plague raging in Bagdad 
and that great numbers of persons 
are dying daily. The bubonic plague 
is a germ disease and one of the 
most contagious known ‘to the 
scientific world. The black death, 
which is said to have carried off 
millions of Europeans during the 
fourteenth century, is supposed to 
have been bubonic plague. 

The disease seems to have had 
its origin in countries of the Far 


East, and rats are charged with 
being the main cause of its spread. 
We are informed that infection is 
Carried by the fleas which have their 
habitat on the bodies of rats, and 
that, therefore, the rat is the chief 
offender. These fleas, once they are 
introduced into human society, con- 
vey infection. 

We also are advised that an un- 
healthy and filthy environment 
favors the disease, and that the 
best preventive of plague is a clean 
and hygienic mode of living. There 
ean be little doubt that the bubonic 


filth be universally abolished over 
night, like fish out of water, the 
plague germs probably would not 
survive long. 

The rat population of this coun- 
try has decreased materially with- 
in the memory of most of us, and 
for this the plumber deserves much 
of the credit. In the days when 
many of our public sewers were 
built of plank and broken stone, 
and the drains to our buildings 
were constructed mostly of plank, 
installed by carpenters, nearly every 
building was visited by rats. The 
sewers and drains made fine run- 
ways for the rodents. 

Modern plumbing and sewers 
have changed all this. Again we 
see where the plumber is as im- 
portant as the physician. The tor- 
mer’s work is to prevent; the lat- 
ter’s to cure. Yes, there are fewer 
rats because.of sanitary plumbing, 
and, equally important, there is less 
filth. Proper building construction 
and sanitation today are solving 
the problem of public health, and 
with greatest results where most 
faithfully observed.

The United States is the healthi- 
est nation, the public health service 
reports, and also the wealthiest, ac- 
cording to the Federal Trade Com- 
mission—our national wealth be- 
ing placed at $353,000,000,000. 

Is this a mere coincidence, or are 
we the wealthiest mainly because 
we are the healthiest? Certainly 
the healthiest people ought, in the 
very nature of things to be the most 
active, blessed with a maximum of 
mental and physical endurance, 
naturally then, we should be the 
greatest producers—wealth crea- 
tors. 

As a matter of fact, wealth would 
mean littke or nothing to an un- 
healthy man or aggregation of un- 
healthy men—a nation, for in- 
stance. Again, isn’t health wealth; 
the only wealth, in the last analysis, 
that really counts? 

We all know wealthy people, 
some of them very wealthy, but it 
means next to nothing to them— 
physical and sometimes mental 


wrecks, actually burdened with life 
because of their inability to enjoy it. 

If the United States is the health- 
jest nation—and we believe it does 
hold the record for longevity—it is 
largely the result of sgnitation. The 
public health has been the concern 
of students of sanitation and gov- 
ernmental officials in this country 
for some years now, and there isn’t 
any doubt but what we lead the 
world in this direction at present. 

Notwithstanding the wonderful 
advancement made in this respect, 
there is much yet to be accom- 
plished; the surface, so to speak, 
hasn’t been much more than 
scratched. Besides, there is the wear 
and tear of things, which calls for 
constant watchfulness and replen- 
ishment, and, too, the grave prob- 
lem of an everincreasing popula. 
tion. 

A people which refuses or ne- 
glects to concern itself with sanita- 
tion will never build up a very 


healthy nation, and an unhealthy, 


nation will not stand much of a 
chance in the race for wealth. 


Blindness Checked 
By Ultra-Violet Rays 


London, Oct. 16 (By A. P.).— 
Surgeons have succeeded in restor- 
ing sight to diseased eyes and by 
standardizing the method of treat- 
ment have opened up the way for a 
new attack on blindness, said A. J. 
M. Tarrant, secretary of Moorfields, 
the biggest eye hospital in the Brit- 
ish Empire. A year’s experiment 
with a tiny mercury vapor lamp 
throwing out ultra-violet rays, has 
just been successfully concluded 
there. 

The secretary said the violet-ray 
treatment had been successfully 
used in cases of threatened total 
blindness, the eye trouble in these 
instances being due to tubercular 
disease.

OF LACK OF MARKET 


Need for Replacements Will 
Take Care of Output, Says 
Sales Director. 


NEED FOR NEW BUYERS 
HELD TO BE DIMINISHING 


Increase in Demand for Amer- 
ican Cars Abroad Will Pro- 
vide Wide Field.

Has the automobile industry 
reached its maturity? Has it, 


within 25 vears, become stabilized, 
like the steel and iron industries or 
the shoe industry? If so, the bug- 
aboo of the saturation point has 
been encountered and has proved 
not nearly so formidable or spooky 
as was feared. 

‘There are certain things one al- 
ways dreads, such as walking 
through a graveyard at midnight or 
Sttaining the mellow age of 50. 


But once in a graveyard at mid-| 


night or once turned 560, fears some- 
how have a way of Vanishing, and 
the situation is not at all uncom- 
fortable. One merely has to adjust 
himself to it. 

We may even have passed the 
saturation point without knowing 
it. There are indications, according 
to some economists, that the indus- 
try has attained the replacement 
stage, whatever that may mean. In 
other words, new buyers are becom- 
ing more and more difficult to find, 
but less important, strange as it 
may seem, in maintaining the pres- 
ent rate of output. And the re- 
placement stage may be equivalent 
to the saturation point. Even at 
that, there is little to fear, and no 
reason whatever for alarm as to 
what the future holds in store. 


Horseless Carriage Era. 


‘In its earliest stages, the in- 
dustry tapped a virgin field. Al-' 
most soundless depths of prospective | 


buyers had to be convinced only 
that the automobile was practical. 
They had to be sold on the “horse- 
less carriage.”’ 

The snowball was a bit slow in 
starting, but once under way, sales 
multiplied almost in geometrica 


progression. Once convinced that 
the automobile had been weaned 
from its experimental stage; that it 
was no longer a fad, a novelty, or a 
rich man’s toy, the great American 
public began buying cars. 

Today, almost everybody in the 
United States either owns a car or 
rents one. And while, because of 
the general popularity of the motor 
car, it has become difficult to make 
new converts, the situation is by no 
means so desperate as it might 
seem. 

Replacements autcmatically keep 
the factories-at normal production. 
The present rate of output—a 
matter of some 4,300,000 cars this 
year—can be maintained, it is in- 
dicated as a result of replacement 
sales alone, even if new buyers are 
becoming scarce. 

This is comforting news to the 
industry and should make for con- 
tentment and stability. The re- 
placement stage, if we have actually 
entered it, should presage, if any- 
thing, an era of prosperity, such as 
that enjoyed by long-established in- 
dustries. 


Sales Are Assured Today. 


It should be remembered that 
more than 1,500,000 cars were 
scrapped last year. This would re- 
sult in a permanent demand for 
more than a third of the annual 
production. Exports in 1925, to the 
value of $399,914,268, took up 12 
per cent of the production. As Eu- 
ropean conditions become more set- 
tled the demand for American-made 
cars will increase, and here, in the 
world market, is an almost unlim- 
ited field. 

It has been estimated by one stu- 
dent of industrial trends that 
2,000,000 new buyers will be re- 
quired this year to keep production 
normal. Owing to the increasing re- 
placement sales, however,’ this 
number, theoretically, will dimin- 
ish, until by 1930 only 900,000 new 
buyers will be necessary. 

There is nothing, however, to in- 
dicate that the birth rate is appre- 
ciably falling off or that America’s 
army of young wage earners, busi- 
ness men and farmers is growing 
any poorer. 

Theories, while interesting, are 
| not always conclusive, but as one of 
‘the optimists of the automobile in- 
dustry, I should say we have little 
to worry about, even if the replace- 
ment stage or saturation point ic- 
| tually has been reached. We nevor 
know what may be around the 
corner. 


A.A AL OPENS DnIVt 
TO END GIVING niDto 
TO YOUNG CniLOREN 


Practice Causes Hundreds of 
Wrecks Annually, Says 
Motor Group. 


KINDLY DRIVER LIABLE 
IF ACCIDENT RESULTS 


Cooperation of Teachers and 
Parents Sought in Nation- 
Wide Campaign. 


Calling on all motorists and par- 
ents for the fullest cooperation, 
the American Automobile Associa- 
tion has launched a nation-wide 
campaign to bring to an end “the 
dangerous practice” of passing 
automobilists giving rides to schoo] 
children. 

“Hundreds of accidents § are 
caused annually because children 
do not realize this practice consti- 
tutes one of the gravest of highway 
hazards, and parents and motorists 
should concentrate their energies 
on discouraging this habit which 
seems to be manifesting itself on a 
constantly larger scale,’”’ says a 
statement from A. A. A. national 
headquarters. 


“The reopening of scnools has 
found an ever-growing tendency on 
the part of pupils everywhere to 
ask lifts from passing motorists 
and the time is ripe for a concerted 
effort to bring this practice to an 
abrupt end.”’ 

In the opinion of the officials of 
the national motoring group, the 
problem. calls for full cooperation 
on the part of the parents and mo- 
torists. Neither, they declare, can 
afford to shirk responsibility. 
Teachers, too, can do much toward 
discouraging the child from taking 
such risks. 


Motorist Always Liable. 


“It is a trying situation that the 
motorists faces when he signaled 
from the curb or roadside by a 


little child who wants a ride,”’ says 
the A, A. A. statement, “but im a 
majority of cases it is best to pass 
by in the interests of safety. The 
driver who stops to pick up a 
youngster renders himself Hable for 
anything that might happen to his 
suddenly acquired ward during the 
course of the ride, Children thus 
picked up too often are careless or 
unruly and the host faces the dou- 
bly hard task of trying to drive 
and at the same time keep an 
eye on his passenger. The situation 
makes for acciaents and the motor- 
ist is liable. . 

“The man who follows out the 
advice of passing up an opportun- 
ity to give a child a lift has the 
expert opinion of traffic officials 
everywhere to baok up hie attitude. 
‘he risk is too great to be assumed 
lightly.” 

The role parents should play is 
in warning the child of the risk he 
takes in crowding out into the traf- 
fic stream to beckon his desire for 
a lift, the A. A. A. eontei.ds. The 
practice shotild be discouraged and 
parents should make it their duty 


to see that the warning is followed 
strictly. 


Do Not Realize Peril. 


“Childrén are not conscious of 
the extremely hazardous position in 
which they place themselves under 
such circumstances,’’ the statement 
continues, 

‘It is a common sight to see 
youngsters of all ages forcing their 
way right into the middle of on- 
rushing traffic if they see what 
looks like a good chance to obtain 
a ride. 

“They not only endanger them- 
selves, but interfere with the flow 
of traffic in a manner that distinct- 
ly is menacing. 

“Motorists continually are being 
forced to swerve quickly from one 
traffic lane into another and, ¢om- 
pelled to act with such celerity, it 
frequently is the case that they 
have no time to give signals, one 
of the most common causes of acci- 
dents. Hundreds of accidents are 
caused by these conditions and 
many of them are attended with 
fatal results.” 

School officials and teachers can 
do a great deal to discourage chil- 
dren under their care from resort- 
ing to this practice, according to the 
motor club officials. 

‘It is far better for the child to 
ignore his plea for a lift than to 
allow him to endanger his life and 
the lives of others,’’ the statement 
concludes.

\Reduction of Oil Viscosity 


Causes Serious Auto Ills 


Crankcase Dilution Sometimes Results in Added Weat 
on Piston Rings and Cylinder Walls, Series 
of Tests Shows. 


Viscosity, or thickness, of a 
lubricating oil for use in motor 
vehicles is the quality by which 
its lubricating ability usually is 
measured, and the seriousness of 
excessive dilution of oil in the 
crankcase by the unburned heavy 
ends of the gasoline fuel is due 
chiefly to the reduction of viscosity. 

A series of tests made at the 
United States Bureau of Standards 
and reported by S. A. McKee, as- 
sistant mechanical engineer of the 
bureau, in the October number of 
the Journal of the Society of Auto- 
motive Engineers, indicates dilu- 
tion also has an effect on the oili- 


ness of the lubricant, and that 
under certain conditions this may 
result in increased friction and 
wear of the piston rings and cyl- 
inder walls. 

Oiliness is defined as the prop- 
erty that causes a difference in 
friction when two lubricants of the 
Same viscosity at the temperature 
of the oil film are used under iden- 
tical conditions. 


add to the comfort of the luxurious 
body. A luggage compartment in 
the rear deck is convenient for car- 
rying grips, traveling bags or small 
parcels. 

‘“‘Wide doors (30 inches) and tilt- 
ing front seats give access to or exit 
from all seats. The right front seat 
folds completely under the cowl 
when not in use; both front seats 
are adjustible for height to suit the 
individual owner. 

“The steering wheel is all wal- 
nut, with walnut-grained instru- 
ment boards and dgor mouldings. 
The body hardware is an attractive 
pattern of the newest dfid most con- 
venient design, such as ‘remote-con- 
trol’ door opened and crank con- 
trols on windows and windshield. 

“We now have,’ Fleming points 
out, “a complete line of bodies, ten 
in all, on the eight-cylinder chassis. 
This gives us the widest offering 
we have ever had, which leads us 
to expect a large increase in sales 
during the fall and winter months.” 


The test runs were made with 
two especially prepared journal 
bearings in a friction machine. In 


the first series a light mineral mo- 
tor oil was used as a basis of com- 
parison; in the second a blend of 
64.25 per cent of cylinder oil and 
35.75 per cent of kerosene was 
used, and in another series the 
lubricant was a light mineral oil to 
which 2 per cent of oleic acid was 
added. 

These samples were chosen be- 
cause their viscosities were very 
nearly the same at the temperature 
of operation. In the last test series 
blends of spindle stock and cylinder 
stock from the same crude oil were 
employed, and 10, 20 and 30 per 
cent of kerosene was added to the 
different blends to produce equal 
viscosity in the samples. 

Results of the tests showed that 
under normal conditions of bearing 
speed and load on the bearing, all 
of the oils and the blends with kero- 
Ssene showed practically identical 
friction, but at low speed and high 
load the oils containing kerosene 
developed rapidly increasing fric- 
tion sooner than the others as the 
load was increased and the speed 
decreased. 

The light mineral oil to which 2 
per cent of oleic acid was added 
gave much better results in sub- 
normal operation than the same oil 
blended with 35.75 per cent of kero- 
sene. This indicates the addition of 


kerosene to lubricating oil causes | 


the oil film on bearing surfaces to 
break down under less. severe 
operating conditions than when 
straight mineral oil is used, and 
that the kerosene decreases the oil- 
iness effect. 

If used crankcase oils suffer such 
a decrease in oiliness, concludes Mc- 
Kee, it is reasonable to expect that 
at least during some periods 
operation the piston rings are 
operating in a region of unstable 
lubrication where a decrease in oil- 
iness may have an appreciable effect 
on frictional loss and wear. There 
probably are times, also, as when 
starting or stopping the engine, 
during which the oil film son the 
bearings is not complete and undue 
wear results.

FIGHT-DAY CADILLAC 
CLOSES SHOWING IN 
CITIES OVER NATION 


Deciared to Be Most Exten- 
sive Exhibition of Individ- 
ual Manufacturer. 


FIFTY TYPES OF BODIES 
INCLUDED BY COMPANY 


Concern Organized in 1902 
by Group of Detroit 
Business Men. 


The nation-wide eight-day salon, 
held in 900 cities throughout the 
United States and marking the en- 
trance of the Cadillac Motor Car Co. 
into its twenty-fifth year of manu- 
facture, was brought to a close yes- 
terday. With the 50 body types and 
styles now included in the com- 
nany’s manufacturing program 
shown by the distributing organiza- 
tion throughout the country, the 
salon is said to have been the most 
complete and extens:ve exhibition 
ever held by an individual automo- 
bile manufacturer. 

It was in June of 1902 that a 
group of Detroit business men or- 
ganized the Cadillac Automobile Co. 
and produced in September of that 
year its first unit, a model ‘A,”’ 
one-cylinder car, embodying all of 
the latest automotive developments | 
of the day. | 

The engine was suspended amid- 
ships beneath the front seat and 
was cranked from the side. It had 
patent leather mud guards, the evi-| 
dent product of a carriage factory, | 
and offered as extra equipment all; 
of the ultramodern trappings of the 
day, such as brass kerosene head 
lamps and tail lamps, and detach- 
able tonneau with entrance from 
the rear. 

With minor changes, 16,508 of 
the one-cylinder models were pro- 
duced. They were practically inde- 
structible and many are still in op- 
eration. One of these sturdy pio- 
neers, stripped and geared high, at 
that time was driven a mile by Don 


Lee, the present California Cadillac 
distributor, in the marvelous time 
of 1:07 4-5 and 5 miles.in 7:14, 
defeating a 16-horsepower, two- 
cylinder machine of a then well- 
known make. The same model, with 
tonneau, luggage and two to four 
passengers, was driven from New 
York to the St. Louis world’s fair 
in 1904, winning first place and a 
perfect certificate for the entire trip. 


Introduced 21 Years Ago. 


A four-cylinder model was intro- 
duced in 1905, and in 1908 a sen- 
sation was created in automobile 
circles by the announcement of a 
Cadillac ‘“‘thirty.’’ 


In the same year Cadillac was 


awarded the Dewar trophy by the 
Royal Automobile club of England, 
for the estbalishment and mainte- 
nance of a policy of complete 
standardization. That is, every 
part was manufactured to such 
close measurements that it was an 


exact duplicate of every other part 
of the same kind, and fitted in any 
car assembly without hand prepara- 
tion. 

Due to general performance, in- 
cluding the performance of its new- 
ly-developed electric starting, ligbt- 
ing and ignition system, the car 
again was awarded the Dewar tro- 
phy in 1913. It was the first Ameri- 
can car to receive such recognition 
abroad, and it ig the only car in the 
world to have been so honored 
twice. 

The forerunner and basis of the 
present Cadillac was put on the 
market in 1914 with the produc- 
tion of the first V-type, 90-degree, 
eight-cylinder car in America. The 
V-63, presented in 1922, was a fur- 
ther improvement on this same V-8 
principle. The engine was balanced 
inherently, its compensated crank- 
shaft eliminating vibration and 
solving a problem which for years 
had baffled automotive engineers. 

The new 90-degree, eight-cylin- 
der Cadillac was presented in Aug- 
ust, 1925. During the next twelve 
months the company’s sales showed 
87.5 per cent increase over the sales 
for the preceding year. 

With the announcement this fall 
of fifty distinctive body types and 
a choice of 500 color and upholstery 
combinations, added improvements

TRADING FILM STARS 
MUTUALLY HELPFUL 


Cooperative Efforts Obtain 
Best Possible Casts 


for Pictures. 

New York, Oct. 16 (By A. P.).— 
Large motion picture companies are 
interchanging players, thus indicat- 
ing a measure of cooperative efforts 
to obtain the best casts for individ- 
ual pictures. 

Within a short time, for instance, 
Paramount has ‘‘borrowed’’ Ronald 
Colman, Jack Mulhall, -Aileen Prin- 
gle and Renee Adoree. To offset 
this ‘“‘borrowing,’’ the company 
loaned Mary Brian, Lya de. Putti, 
Charles Rogers, Noah Beery, Jack 
Luden and Betty Bronson to others. 

Picture companies, casting a film, 
will discover that the player best 
suited to play a certain role is at 
present working. Rather than fill 
the role with another player not 
quite fitted to the part, they go to 
another company and ‘“‘borrow’’ a 
player. The courtesy is returned 
when the situation is reversed. 

Sometimes this borrowing and 
loaning has an additional advan- 
tage. A player under contract at 
a high figure might not be working. 
Loaning him at such a time saves 
the company considerable money. 


AUTO, UPON POUND 
BAglo, RANKS WITH 
CHEAPER MACHINERY 


Ford Is No Dearer Than 
Wheelbarrow and Rolls- 
Royce Than Typewriter. 


BENEFIT EFFECTED 
BY PRICE REDUCTION 


More Than Half of Cars Made 
in U. S. Are Selling Under 
30 Cents a Pound. 


So great have been the price re- 
ductions on motor cars in recent 
years that on a pound basis auto- 
mobiles today rank with the cheap- 
est form of machinery. 

More than half the cars made in 
this country sell for less than 30 
cents a pound. Light six-cylinder 
cars, although designed to meet 
artistic as well as utilitarian re- 
quirements, rank with heavy shop 
machinery on a pound basis. A 
random selection of twelve of the 
latter averages 38.7 cents a pound, 
against 38.5 cents for the ten low- 
est-priced six-cylinder sedans. 

Eight-cylinder closed cars, 


their mechanical refinements and 


luxurious appointmentstare cheap-| 
er on a pound basis than the aver-| 


age household furnishings of the 
mechanical type. Seven popular 
eight-cylinder sedans average $1.19 
a pound, while fourteen household 
machines, including piano, victrola 
and radio; average $1.54 a pound. 


$2.91 for Costliest. 


Motor cars range in price from 
21.9 cents a pound for a Ford 
roadster to $2.91 a pound for a 
Rolls-Royce seven-passenger sedan. 
The former lists at $360 and 
weighs 1,645 pounds, while the 
latter lists at $15,285 and weighs 
5,250 pounds. @enerally speaking 
the bigger the car, the more it 
costs, not only as a whole, but on 
a pound basis. Four-cylinder cars 
average close to 30 cents a pounc; 
six-cylinder cars around 48 cents, 
and eight-cylinder cars are usually 
more than $1 a pound. 

The Wall Street Journal two 
years ago published a comparison 
of motor car prices with other ma- 
chinery on a pound basis. Since 
then there has been a marked re- 
duction in the price per pound of 
closed cars, while open cars show 
only a comparatively small drop. 

Five four-cylinder closed cars in 
1924 averaged 37.9 cents a pound; 
the same makes in 1926 average 
32.9 cents. Open cars in the same 
lines remained practically the same, 
with an average of 28.5 cents for

The ten lowest price light six 
sedans in 1924 listed at 49.5 cents 


a pound, against 38.5 cents for the 
ten lowest price sixes today. Tour- 
ing cars of corresponding makes 
dropped only 1 cent a pound, from 
an average of 40.7 cents in 1924 
to 39.7 this year. The closed cars 
in this group now average slightly 
over a cent a pound less than the 
open cars; in 1924 closed cars aver- 
aged nearly 9 cents a pound more 
than the open cars. The Ford line 
two years ago averaged 28.3 cents 
a pound, against a present average 
of 24.5 cents. 

The present Ford roadster at 21.9 
cents a pound sells for about the 
same price per pound as a high- 
grade wheel barrow. The Overland 
touring car: costs less per pound 
than a clothes wringer. An Essex 
coach might be exchanged, pound 
for pound, with cream separators. 
A Pontiac coach is worth its weight 
in lawn mowers. 


Cheap as Electric Fan. 


On a pound basis the price of 
the Studebaker ‘President’’ com- 
pares with an electric fan; a Pack- 
ard six sedan, with a bicycle; a 
Chrysler ‘‘80’’ sedan, with a carpet 
sweeper; a Cadillac seven-passen- 
ger touring, with a sewing ma- 
chine; a Lincoln seven-passenger 
sedan with a piano, and a Rolls- 
Royce seven-passenger sedan with 
a typewriter.

Built Cars to Suit the 
Individual Buyer. 


SEPARATED FROM AUBURN 


The entire ‘plant, equipment and 
assets of the Deusenberg Motors Co. 
of Indianapolis, Ind., has been pur- 
chased by a new company headed by 
E. L. Cord, president of Auburn 


Automobile Co. The new company 
is to be known as Duesenberg, Inc., 
and will continue to manufacture 
the Duesenberg car on a large pro- 
gram. 

Mr. Cord announces that Duesen- 
berg, Inc., is an entirely separate 
company, having no connection 
whatsoever with Auburn, and that 
there will be no intercompany re- 
lationship. 

Fred S. Duesenberg, international- 
ly-famous automobile engineer, 
will continue in the organization as 
vice president, in charge of engi- 
neering and experimental labora- 
tory. 

The purchase of the Duesenberg 
factory at Indianapolis gave rise 
to many rumors, causing Mr. Cord 
to explain that Duesenberg is en- 
tirely independent and _ separate 
from Auburn. He also gave his 
reasons for the purchase of Duesen- 
berg, by saying: 

“Ever since [I have been in the 
automobile business, like every 
other member of this industry 
who has studied it, I realized that 
there is one outstanding engineer- 
ing genius and that is Fred “5S. 
Duesenberg. The long list of his 
inventions and mechanical crea- 


tions and perfections speaks for 
itself. The undisputed dominance 
hat his creations have maintained 
on the race tracks of both con- 
tinents is a matter of record. The 


purchase of the Duesenberg factory 
is the culmination of my plans to 
be able to offer the world an auto- 
mobile of undisputed rank. Dues- 
enberg cars will be strictly custom 
bullt, the owners selecting’ their 
own body styles, their own body 
makers and selecting their own 
colors. The price will probably be 
$18,000, no matter what model, 
from racer to limousine. We will 
give the buyer 120-mile-an-hour 
speed if desired. Naturally the 
production of this type of automo- 
bile, which carries a warranty of 
fifteen years, will be limited and 
we are now taking orders for de- 
livery within six months.’’ 

Mr, Cord further stated that he 
had no other announcements to 
make at the present time as to 
changes in the personnel of the 
organization, the present organiza- 
tion will continue to function, but 
will be increased.

ITH Wilson’s election as govern- 
or there had also been swept 
into office a Democratic legisla- 


ture. In many cases the successful leg- 
islative candidates had been chosen 
without the remotest idea of winning, 
and, as is usual in such circumstanées, 
the average of capacity and ability was 
not high. James E. Martine, lovable 
character and his own torchlight proces- 
sion, had been ruffning for office of any 
and every kind for forty years without 
scoring a win. 

The Republican progressives had 
forced through a primary law intended 
to give the voters an opportunity to ex- 
~ press their preference for United States 
senator. Martine, against his own wish, 
had been finally induced to allow the use 
of his name on the ballot. 

Vigorous efforts had been made to 
have other leading Democrats make the 
race. None would consent. On the other 
hand, the Republicans had very formid- 
able party leaders enter the primary, 
and the winner was former Gov. Stokes. 


Comedy and Pathos. 


The small prospect of electing a Dem- 
ocratic legislature, coupled. with the 
general lack of desire to give any possi- 
ble offense to the powerful-Smith, de- 
spite his declarations that he was not a 
candidate for the Senate, were influen- 
tial factors with Democrats. Neither of 
these considerations, however, figured 
in Martine’s desire not to go into the 
primary ; he married late in life, and his 
reasons were personal. But when it be- 
came evident that no other Democrat 
would stand, William W. St. John, a 
newspaper man who had long been ac- 
tive in the agitation for progressive leg- 
islation, compelled Martine to stand. 

There were both comedy and pathos 
in the transaction. St. John, who with 
Frank D. Schroth, now publisher of the 
Trenton State Gazette, had organized 
the Trenton News bureau, and was then 
writing a syndicate political letter for 
New Jersev newspapers, had a small of- 
| fice at the State House. He called Mar- 

tine over to Trenton from Plainfield and, 
together with Martin P. Devlin, fighting 
Trenton liberal, told him that it was his 
duty to run and prevent the battle for 
progressive legislation from appearing 
ridiculous. They had the necessary peti- 
tion ready for signature. Martine was 
} determined not to consent and fought 

- for several hours. He finally went on his 
knees and declared: “For God’s sake, 
Mart and Saint”—the terms of affection 
he used for his two friends—‘“‘don’t hu- 
miliate me any further. I am now mar- 
ried to a good woman, and it isn’t fair 
to her for me to permit myself to be 
regarded as a political buffoon. 

“T’ve run for everything from con- 
stable to Congress and have often got 
up at 2 o’clock in the morning to speak 
for the Democratic party, but I won’t 
sign this petition and disgrace my wife.” 
But at the very last minute it was placed 
on file with Martine’s name attached, 
and he accepted the situation. At 
the pfimary Martine got 48,000 votes 
and was the party choice. Most people 
were a bit skeptical as to his capacity ; 
none doubted his desire to give faithful 
and untrammeled public service. 


Fight Over Smith.

respect. Wilson felt that -he did not 
size up and was at first inclined to keep 
his hands off the situation.

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sult. Wilson did not know for a cer- 
tainty that the day’s polling would put 


him in the Statehouse. St. John was 
an able radical, who had successfully 
launched a daily newspaper in Eliza- 
beth, but was forced to give up the hard 
grind of publishing by a break in health. 
In March, 1910, Wilson had spoken at 
a Democratic banquet in Elizabeth, the 
only public gathering of New Jersey 
Democrats that he had ever addressed 
before his nomination for governor. 


. While Wilson had not touched on any 


State issue, St. John was convinced that 
Wilson: was a radical in the making, set 
about doing his part. ‘Despite broken 
health, St. John was a philosopher, who 
refused to be disturbed by the Wilson 
methods at Princeton and who fre- 
quently quoted the words of Paley: 
“What is public history but a register 
of the successes and disappointments, 
the vices, the follies and the quarrels 
of those who engage in epntention for 
power?” St. John saw in Wilson the 
most promising figure the genuine pro- 
gressives had ever had in America: 
There was naturally much anxiety on 
the part of St. John, when the Smith 
fight was at its peak, lest it be discover- 
ed that the signature on the Martine 
filing-petition was not in the handwrit- 
ing of Martine. But no investigation 
was made, and that danger, like so 
many in the Wilson political passage, 
was safely rounded. 

At the Yale-Princeton football game 
on November 12, 1910, the Saturday 
after the election, I sat immediately in 
front of Wilson in the Princeton grand 
stand. He had been having a reunion 
with old classmates and was in high 
spirits. He told me he had“npver met 
Matthias C. Ely, editor of the biggest 
Democratic newspaper in the State, and 
suggested that I bring Ely to Princeton 
for a conference on Sunday, November 
20. At the appointed time Ely and I 
were in the home of the governor-elect 
at Princeton. We waited half an hour 


‘for him to come in, with the family, 


from church. Wilson was very inter- 
ested in Ely’s knowledge of election 
laws and needed reforms, and we dis- 
cussed the senatorship at length. Smith 
had not yet announced himself a can- 
didate, and Wilson expressed the belief 
that he would not, in view of the pre- 
election statements and the general in- 
dignation that had been stirred up even 
by mention of his name. Both Smith 
and Harvey were keeping very much 
aloof. Wilson made it plain that he 
was likewise not for Martine, whom he 
regarded as not qualified. It was clear 
that the expression at the preference 
primary had not made any particular 
impression on Wilson. He gave voice 
to the thought that the Democrats 
should pick a man of the exceptional 
type of John R. Hardin, a Princeton ’80 


‘man, who had first-class ability and 


would represent New Jersey with both 
intelligence and credit. Hardin, one of 
the great lawyers of the State, is now 
president of the Mutual Benefit Life In- 
surance Co. Wilson had known Hardin 
since their student days. 


Wilson’s Lack of News. 


The Newark Evening News, his 
stanchest newspaper supporter in the 


State, was making a most convincing 


fight against Smith. Edward W. Scud- 
‘der, editor of the Newark News, had 


been a student under Wilson at Prince- ° 


ton, and, like his father, Wallace M. 
Scudder, publisher of the .News, was 
a liberal Democrat, who saw in the rise 
of Wilson much promise for the ad- 
vance of governmental reforms. 

“IT hope, Dr. Wilson, you are follow- 
ing the telling arguments that the 


- Newark News is putting forth,” I said, 


after we had failed to budge him for 


the direct primary idea. Both Ely and — 


I were amused at his bland reply. He 
coolly ‘told us that he did not read any 
New Jersey newspaper; the only news- 
paper he found time to read was the 

ew York eye Post. He did not 
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the Martine home. 
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development. St. John had been con- 
ducting an intelligent publicity cam- 


paign in support of the primary: choice. 
Upon learning that it had been utterly 
wasted in so far as Wilson was con- 
cerned, he promptly made for New York 
and induced. the New York Evening 
Post to enlist and help convert Wilson 
to stand by the primary expression for 
Martine. 

“You old gloom, you are now talking 
to the New Jersey political writer for 
the New York Evening Post,” St. John 
told me, with a chuckle, over the tele- 
phone the next evening.’ He at once 
began an educational campaign in the 
Evening Post aimed solely at Wilson. 


A Publicity Trick. 


With Wilsons’ utter lack of political 
acquaintance and his indifference to 
the State press, there was naturally 
some concern as to his choice for his 
private secretary. A New York news- 
paper man, who had been helpful during 
the campaign, was regarded as the most 
likely candidate. With the fight that 
was ahead, however, it appeared urgent 
that some .one more familiar with the 
ways of the politician should be chosen. 
Wilson was on Very friendly terms with 
the retiring chief executive, Gov. John 
Franklin Fort, and they were going to 
Kentucky together on November 29 for 
the annual conference of governors. 
Adjutant-General Wilbur F. Sadler, jr., 
accompanied them; and after conferring 
with some of the others I suggested to 
Fort and Sadler that they could render 
a useful service by quietly putting 
Tumulty over as secretary to Wilson. 
They were both red-hot for the idea and 


_ agreed that they would lose no oppor- 


tunity to suggest such a course. Fort 
almost spoiled the plan by telephoning 
Tumulty in advance to ask ifthe would 
accept. Tumulty was not pleased about 
it; he had a growing family, and he 
wanted to be prosecutor of the pleas of 
Hudson county.. After some argument 
and delay, however, he was convinced 
that he should make the necessary sac- 
rifice and finally consented to await the 
outcome of the trip. Wilson, who had 
heard Tumulty speak many times dur- 
ing the campaign, was delighted with 
the suggestion. He came home and 
named Tumulty. 

Wilson’s decision to make Tumulty 
secretary was a big boost for the Mar- 
tine cause. Tumulty had already taken 
an active part in the preliminary dis- 
cussions and had agreed to serve as the 
personal manager for Martine. St. 
John, Devlin, and I, after a number of 
rather vigorous chats with Martine, in 
an attempt to halt the indiscriminate 
issuance of spectacular announcements, 
had takén him to New York and at 
Hahn’s Park Row restaurant dined and 
conferred with Tumulty and a few 
other Hudson county Democrats. It 


was no easy matter to keep Martine 


quiet, and the Smith forces, knowing 


all his human frailties, had encouraged 


pilgrimages of newspaper writers to 
Talking, on any 
subject and at any hour, was his weak- 
ness. Interviews published with him, 
even in friendly newspapers, were a bit 
disconcerting. When all other plans of 
suppressing Martine had failed, St. John 
hit/ upon the idea of taking him. over 
to/New York and ‘having Tumulty and 
some other Hudson Democrats muzzle 
him. And so, at’Hahn’s restaurant, 
after each had given voice to the wis- 
dom of concerted action by the progres- 
sives, if Wilson was to be won over 
and held in line, the suggestion was 


made that Martine should have a 


manager.

John, Devlin and myself. That was no 
particular reflection on Martine. Smith 
had a corps of clever writers who pre- 
pared lively statements to be put forth 
in his name. Devlin and St. John were 
peculiarly fitted for that type of contro- 
versy. 

Hot shot was poured forthe by the 
Martin and Smith strategists afid the 
newspaper protagonists, until the State 
was fairly aflame: Fearful of possible ill 
effectseon the Wilson political fortunes, 


- powerful friends urged the governor- 


elect to keep his hands off. Wilson vis- 
ited Tumulty in the latter’s law office at 


e Jersey City and frankly admitted that 


friends had advised him to let the mat- 
ter drift, that Martine was incompe- 
tent, and that the State would resent 
Wilson’s interference. Tumulty, full of 
vim, declared that the State was yearn- 
ing for leadership, that the decent peo- 
ple were in favor of Martine, and that 
unless Wilson did Itad some one else 
would assume the leadership, very much 
to the injury of Wilson prestige. That 
conference was frequently recalled in 
the after years, and played a big part in 
world affairs when Wilson found himself 
inclined to hesitate. It was a never fail- 
ing illustration with Tumulty. 


His Determination. 


But Wilson did not yield at once to 
the pressure for Martine. There was a 
row on in New York, where the Tam- 
many leaders were attempting to force 
the selection of William F. Sheehan for 
senator. The revolt was quite as ener- 
getic as in New Jersey. National Demo- 


cratic leaders began to manifest a lively 


interest. Cleveland’s old law partner, 
Francis Lynde Stetson, on December 4, 
1910, took up with Wilson the critical 
condition confronting the: party, and 
pointed out that whatever choices were 
made would be taken as decisive of the 
Democracy’s disposition toward the 
public and public questions. Unless the. 
the public was satisfied on this point the 
result would be immediately to repel the 


» independents, who had helped produce 


the recent victories, but who were not 
yet identified with the Democratic 
party. 4 

Wilson finally visited both Davis, who 
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he was flatly stating that he would not 
be a candidate.’ He likewise insisted that 
he wanted vindication, inasmuch as he 
had left the Senate under a cloud,’due to 
the sugar trust investigations and the 
public branding that Cleveland had giv- 
en himself, Brice and Gorman. All Wil- 
son’s persuasive eloquence had no effect. 


Wilson returned to Princeton, and on. 


the evening of December 9, 1910, in ac- 
cordance with notice he had served on 
Smith, he issued, a formal statement in 
which he said. 

“T know that the people of New Jer- 
sey do not desire Mr. James Smith, jr., 
to be sent again to the Senate. If he 
should be, he will not go as their rep- 
resentative. The only means I have of 
knowing whom they desire to represent 
them. is the vote at the recent pri- 
maries, where 48,000: Democratic 
voters, a majority of the whole ‘number 
who voted at the primaries, declared 
their preference for Mr. Martine, of 
Union county. For me that vote is con- 
clusive. I think it should be for every 
member of the legislature.” 

The battle that ensued was full of 
-bitterness. As usual, where political 
opportunity offers, an attempt was 
made to inject religious prejudice. 
Many of the legislators who had been 
unexpectedly elected were members of 
the Roman Catholic church. So was 
smith. It was not difficult. to spread 
the idea that Wilson, son of a Presby- 
terian minister, was prejudiced. The 
situation was fraught with many dan- 
gers. Devlin, whose judgment came to 
be greatly respected by Wilson, sug- 
gested that at a big mass meeting to be 
held in St. Patrick’s hall, Jersey City, 
January 5, 1911, Wilson should make 
a point of singling out several promi- 
nent Democrats, who were also Irish 
Catholics, for a word of praise.’ Devlin 
picked as the fairest targets Tumulty, 
John J. Tracy and Mark Sullivan, three 
able young men who had served in the 
legislature. Ti 


A Reckless Assertion. 


In the St. Patrick’s hall speech Wil- 
son made the somewhat reckless as- 
sertion that Smith was planning to have 
himself elected by Republican votes if 
necessary, and that in futherance of 
the scheme Smith had been in cqnfer- 
ence in Philadelphia with the two fore- 
most south Jersey Republican 


they paraded through the streets, pass- 
ing in review before the majestic Smith 
himself, who stood on the steps of the 
Trenton house. This stage-play sent 
shivers down the backs of some of the 
Wilson forces, but when the ballot was 
taken the next day, January 24, Smith 
got but fourteen votes; most of the 
Irish Americans in the legislature did. 
not vote for him. 

Tumulty, Devlin, Record and St. 
John doubtless had more to do ‘'r, 
dividually with getting Wilson to in- 
sist upon the election of Martine than 
had any others in the picture. A* a 
later time, in the White House, Wilson 
declared that he had probably per- 
mitted Devlin more than any other per- 
son to influence him. Wilson mostly 
tried to convince himself that no one 
really influenced him-.very much. Dev- 
lin was born in Scotland, and this 
created something of a bond with Wil- 
son, wh¢g was fond of his own Scotch 
blood, wich, like Devlin’s, was diluted 
with Irish. Wilson delighted to ex- 
change yarns about Scotland with 
Devlin. 

Record, who:regarded Wilson as a 

hopeless reactionary, was very much 
amazed.when Wilson answered his pub- 
lic letter during the campaign. Soon 
after the election Joseph A. Dear and 
his brother, Walter, publishers of the 
Jersey Journal, alumni of Princeton and 
friends of Wilson, had urged the new 
governor to take Record into camp. For 
years Record had been hammering at 
corporate domination in the State and 
through his intelligent agitation had 
forced many election reforms. As early 
as 1901 he had got a Republican govern- 
or to put forward a law bringing the 
primaries, which had previously been 
the football of the railroad, banking and 
other corporations, under the control of 
the election law. 
_ Record had served on a commission to 
draft the bill, along with two other con- 
spicuous Republicans, Edward C. Stokes, 
who became governor and State chair- 
man, and Joseph Munn, an expert on 
election Machinery. While Record could 
not get the commission or the governor 
to take a stand for wiping out the old 
convention system, he did manage to 
slip into the new law a provision per- 
mitting any candidate for delegate toa 
convention to have printed on the official 
ballot, opposite his name, the name of 
the candidate he would favor in the con- 
vention. 

Record and his progressive Republi- 
can associates made use of the provision 
and forced the nomination of rich and 
able radicals like Edward B. Osborne 
and Everett Colby in Essex county. 
That law was really the beginning of 
the break up of the absolutd domination 
of the Republican party by the corpora- 
tion. Other modifications of the primary 
law followed, including one providing 
for the expression of a prefererf€e for 
United States senator. The Martine ex- 
periment was the first one tried under 
the law. 

Cutting loose from the bosses who 
nominated him was the beginning of the 
real contest that landed Wilson in the 
White House. From that time forward 
he was the most successful amateur. pol- 
itician of his generation. . 

While the knockout blow that Wilson 
dealt Smith attracted nationwide atten- 
tion because of its unexpected decisive-’ 


ness. Wilson’s preaching of a new phil- . 


osophy served to make him a great na- 
tional figure overnight. Between the 
time of his election in November and 
his inauguration in January, he found 


himself discarding most of the pretty | y 


political theories he had been teaching 

to his students. Within three months 
he had completely shifted from the con- 
servative that Harvey and Smith had so 
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gleefully nominated and was fitting into

The only change in the lines discernible so far is'a tendency, whenever 
possible, to raise the waistline. This is gradually being lifted, for it has 
been found to producé a more youthful appearance. 

For hats, felts of all kinds, velours, taupe, mousseline, soleil, antelope, 
gloveskin, crocodile, spotted chine reversible, are the things that will be 
most worn this winter. The hats will be more trimmed than last season. 
The second winter models,.like the first, favor all the fur shades which 
will remain very much in vogue. ,

Birds going south for the winter have 
three main highways'’of travel across thw 
United States, according to the new thirteenth 


edition of the Encyclopédia Britannica, just. |

Mexico: directly into Central America. The 
second uses*northwestern Florida as a place 
to jump up in flight directly across the Gulf 
of Mexico for Yucatan. The third takes the 
travelers down through the peninsula of 
Florida, thence across the Caribbean sea to 
South America—with resting places in Cuba, 
Jamaica and other islands of the West Indies. 
“Spring and autumn routes, as well as the 
territory in which the winter is spent, are 
now well known for most species, the princi- 
pal lanes of flight following the valleys of the 
rivers, such as the Mississippi and tho

INVISIBLE ICEBERGS. 

So many people can not understand why 
the lookouts of vessels fail to see the great 
white icebergs looming against the darkness 
of the night. It would seem that the mon- 
strous mass of ice should be clearly visible 
at a distance of many miles. 

Yet a sailor would tell you something that 
is hard to believe—that we can not see white 
against black at all. For example, stand 
about a block from a white building on @ 
moonlight night, and it will be impossible to 
distinguish it from the dark sky. 

Nor is it ‘possible to see white against 
white. On a clear starry night the berg is 
so nearly the color of the heavens that the 
difference between the two can not be noted. 
The survivors of wrecked boats testify that 
they- could clearly view the black sinking 
ships from their lifeboats at a distance of 
many miles, but they had not been able to 
see the iceberg ata distance of 50 feet. 

An iceberg is only visible at night when 
the side viewed is in shadow and thus shows 
black against the light sky. 

A machine has now been invented which 
registers when the ship comes into the neigh- 
borhood of an iceberg, so that there is no 
longer the great danger of running into one.

Seventeen cities in the United Stats vir- 
tually share honors: for being the safest 
places for a baby to live. The infant mor- 
tality rate for each was less than 40 per 1,000 
births, a recent health survey shows.

OES a vast and terrifying calamity 
D threaten humanity? 


Scholarly economists see today a 
“eloud no bigger than a man’s hand” that 
seems destined inevitably to grow and grow 
until it brings a deluge of death down on 
the human race. 

The menace it carries is that of whelesale 
famine, with literal starvation for great mul- 
titudes of mankind. This must surely come, 
they say, if the world’s population goes on 
increasing at the rate; for before 
long——that is to say, not later than a couple 
of centuries hence—there will not be enough 
food to go around. 

Estimates of future increase of the world’s 
population vary. According to some authori- 
ties, it may be expected to double in the 
next sixty-five years. That is probably too 
short a reckoning. But it will undoubtedly 
double within 100 years, giving the globe 3,- 
400.000.000 inhabitants by the year 2026. 

The phrase, “This is a small: werld,”’ is 
trite, but we are beginning to realize its 
grim significance. The earth’s surface area 
is fixed, and that portion of it which is cap- 
able of producing food is steadily diminish- 
ing.

The tillable lands of the globe can produce 
foed for just so many people and no more. 
When the limit is reached and passed, what 
then? 

Already the limit has been reached in 
China and im India, where the peoples are so 
crowded that the falling of a single season’s 
crop production lightly below normal aver- 
age means widespread famine. When there 
is a material crop shortage thousands perish 
of starvation., 

Europe today has more inhabitants than 
it can well support, with consequent economic 
struggle that has been and will continue to 


be the cause of wars. An outlet for its surplus 
populations is being eagerly sought in Africa, 
but the Dark Continent is mostly desert North 
and South of its equatorial zone, which is 
uninhabitable by white races. In the New 
World there is still plenty of room, but tais 
continent is rapidly filling up. 

An estimate deemed liberal puts at 900,- 
000,000 the maximum number of people 
which the United States can maintain. This 
country can feed no more, and it will not be 
so very long before that limit is reached. It is 
not our land area that sets the limit, but wa- 
ter supply. - We are short of water. 

That seems a surprising statement, but 
the truth of it is easily shown. The average 
rainfall for the United States is thirty inches 


a year. To maintain full productivity, sixty 


inches are required. Half of the country is 
underwatered, much of it so far as to be 
practically uninhabitable. 

The United States, with its present area 
and a doubled rainfall properly, distributed, 
could produce enough crops fo feed 1,800,- 
000,000 people—twice the number it is 
capable of supporting. 

One-sixth of the United States is desert. It 
is desert merely for lack of water. Where that 
can be supplied, the driest waste is quickly 
transformed into a fruitful garden. But, ac- 
cording to government estimate, hot more 
than 5 per cent of the whole can possibly be 
watered by reclamation engineering. 

Water supply, and not exten} of territory, 
determines the number of human beings a 
given area can maintain. Between the Rocky 
mountains and the Sierra Nevadas lies a vast 
basin of unproductive, hopeless desert which, 
if it were adequately watered, could produce 
enough food to support a population greater 
than that of the whole United States today.

| GOVERNMENT ENDS EPIDEMICS 


The swift rise and fall of a serious disease 
has been graphically demonstrated recently 
with the. mysterious “Haff sickness’? which 
tor a while threatened to ruin part of Ger- 
many’s fishing industry. ‘How modern méedi- 
cal science can. hunt down obscure qauses 
and apply the remedy is excellently shown in 
this episode. Through a government edict, 
an epidemic was suddenly ended. 

A little over two years ago fishermen in 
the stretch of shallow water along the south- 
‘ern end of the Baltic between. Koenigsberg 
and Danzig, known locally as ‘‘the Haff,” be- 
gan to develop a very painful and in some 
cases fatal disease. Its symptoms were ex- 
treme pain and a kind of paralysis of some 
of the leg muscles, together with certain 
physiological disturbances. It always at- 
tacked its victims while they were out in 
their boats, and generally in the early morn- 
ing, while the mists still hung over the wa- 
ter. A few days on shore usually resulted 

in complete victory, but a return to fishing 
might bring on repetitions of the malady.

The invéstigators finally came to thé con- 
clusion that there must be something in the 
water that rose into the morning mists and 
caused the disease by poisoning the air. Re- 
search along this line soon showed that they 
were right, ‘ 


The disease was really a kind of arsenic 
poisoning, caused by the discharge into the 
water of great quantities of factory wastes 
from cities on shore. These wastes con- 
tained arsenic compounds, which were al- 
tered into gaseous forms by small organisms 
living in the water, and thus released into 
the air to plague the luckless fishermen. The 
arsenic was present in the factory materials 
only as an impurity, so that it was no hard- 
ship to the industries when the government 
‘ordered them to change to the use of other 
materials with a lower percentage of arsenic. 
Within a few months the “Haff sickness” had 
virtually vanished.

What she drinks is a relatively small quan- 
tity, amounting to hardly more than 250 gal- 
lons a year. It is her food that is expensive 
in terms of water. 

Suppose that she eats 400 pounds of food in 
that length of time. To grow the grain for 
making a pound loaf of bread no less than 
500 gallons are required. To produce the 
corn, alfalfa, or other feed for making a 
pound of meat, 4,000 to 8,000 gallons must be 
supplied. 

Unfortunately, while the world’s population 
rapidly increases, the tillable areas of the 
globe are decreasing.

fident belief that new discoveries will furnish 
a solution for the problem. 

They say that plant growth represents a 
slow and wasteful-way of producing food. Of 
the energy delivered by the rays of the sun 
upon a cultivated acre of land, only 2 per 
cent is utilized by the plants and several 
months are required to produce the crop. 

Plants are built mainly of air and water. 
The most important contribution of the soil 
is in the shape of mineral salts. We shall 
learn after a while, the scientists believe, so 
td utilize the nitrogen of the air and the 
energy of the sun as to produce unlimited 
quantities of “‘synthetic” foods, palatable and 
nutritious. It is even possible that eventu- 
ally agriculture for food supply will be aban- 
doned. Factories will take the place of farms. 

Other authorities declare this to %e the 
stuff of which dreams are made, They say 
that man never will be able to imitate suc- 
cessfully the elaborate chemical processes by 
which nature produces food materials in the 
shape of plants; and, even if this could be ac- 
complished, synthetic foods would cost too 
much to manufacture, Nature can always un- 
derbid the chemist. 

‘ On the side of the optimists is Dr. H. E. 
Barnard, president of the American Institute 
of Baking, who says: ‘‘Processes have already 
been developed for the production of human 
food through the growth of the yeast plant. 
A factory of the size of a city block, employ- 


ing 20 or 30 men, could in 24 hours produce ' 


in the form of yeast’as much food as 1000 


farm workers could raise on 70,000 acres of. 
-yand in an entire year.” | 


Where agriculture is concerned, the prob- 
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lem is always one of water supply. Poor or 
wornout land may be rendered productive by 
the use of suitable fertilizers. Improved plant 
varieties may increase crops or extend the 
areas over which they can be successfully 
grown,

/DAREDEVIL FLIERS 
RISK LIVES 


STUNTS | 


“An aviation camera man asked me to fly 
him over Hollywood to take newspaper pic- 
tures of some stunt flying. I knew it was 
going to be a dangerous day’s work, but I 
accepted the job,’’ says a motion picture air 
pilot who describes in October McClure’s the 
daredevil flying done in the name of motion 


picture art at the Hollywood aviation field. 

“After taking off I crowded my motor and 
climbed for 5,000 feet—Hollywood was un- 
der me. The other two planes which were 
to engage in the stunt were already 1,000 
feet above. 

‘All stunt stuff is performed over the 
Pacific, flying into the steady blow of the al- 
most constant west wind. We approached the 
others, then on a company front of three the 
planes milled together, crowded in closely 
and moved at the same speed and as one. 
The motors throbbed beat for beat. This air- 
work is pretty, but—work. 

“When the camera man takes aerial pic- 
tures, he does so from the wing. This stunt 
was to be a ‘ladder change.’ A wealthy young 
society girl was trying to break into the 
movies through daredevil aviation. 

“Soon my camera man worked his dan- 
gerous way from strut to strut to the end of 
my wing and into ‘shooting position.’ 

“The more distant plane crowded ahead 
and Hope Loring, the girl, left the cockpit 
and moved toward her perilous position at the 
extreme end.of the upper right wing. In 
order that a daredevil may reach his or her 
position on the upper wing, it is necessary to 
climb the outer front strut from the lower to 
the upper wing. This climb takes all one has 
of nerve. Once on top, the Garedevil en- 


twines his legs around the strut and can thus 
take a standing position with hands free. 
“The other plane came up from behind 


with fifteen feet of rope ladder dangling. 
The plane swooped upward, putting the lad- 
der right in the girl’s arms. She reached out 
and took it in both hands, but at the same 
second she noticed that the propeller was 
howling not more than four feet above her 
head. Terror-stricken by the proximity of 
the swirling blades, she became panicky. She 
reached for her hold on the struts and cling- 
ing to everything at hand, lay flat on the 
wing. 

“As she went down she had failed to turn 
loose the ladder. Instead she had drawn the 
slack rope thr@ugh the bars of the struts. We 
three pilots and one good photographer knew 
we had something big on hand, two planes 
tied together ‘in flight. That’s not so good. 
Fact is, it would be hard-to think of anything 
worse.”’ 

The McClure’s story, written by A. A. Caff- 
rey, former A. E. F. aviator, describes how 
the photographer saved the girl’s life and 
prevented the almost certain crashing of both 
of the stunt planes. He dropped in mid-air 
to the girl’s plane, climbed out on the wing as 
the two ships flew perliously locked together, 
pulled her toward the center of the plane to 
restore balance, returned to the end. of the 
wing, disentangled the rope ladder an@®swung 
off with it into space. Then dropping again 
to the first. plane, he assisted in making a 
safe landing. 

Such stunts, Caffrey describes as everyday 
occurrences in motion picture aviation where 
lives and planes are risked without a tremor 
for the sake of a thrilling ‘‘shot.”

There is not a tinge of 
color on it. The eyes are pink, at times al- 
most ruby red. 

This bird was brought to the hospital when 
it had reached the stage of leaving the nest. 
It is still there and will be kept there. There 
is nothing the matter with it but its color, or 
lack of color. To set that bird free would be 
to invite inrmediate disaster. In its snow- 
white plumage it is too conspicuous. If i 
did not fall a victim to a predatory huma 
with a gun, it would be almost certain to fall 
a victim to a hawk or owl.

A Clever Spider. 
On my desk are several stalks of a coarse 


broad-leaved grass from a marshy place. And 
each stalk contains a most unusual cradle. 
By folding the broad grass leaf has been made 


into a three-sided chamber an inch to an 


inch and a half long. It:is lined with silk, 


so closely found together at the folds that un- 


til it is opened you can not guess what it con- 


tains. It is the nest of a spider—-not a very 
big spider—known as Clubiona riparia. With- 
in this little green chamber the mother spider 
establishes herself with her egg sac. UIti- 
mately the eggs hatch and the odd little silk- 
lined chamber becomes a nursery. But the 
mother dies there. Similar nests are made by

They 
would be astounded to learn that a certain 
amount of make-up is actually beneficial] to 
the skin. Science has progressed so far in 
this matter of cosmetics that we can ask 
little more of purity and efficacy in our 
recognized beauty . preparations today, but 
we can certainly ask a great deal more in 
the art of their application, And that is 
something that we don’t haye to go far to 
ask, for it depends entirely upon ourselves. 


~ If you were to ask the average woman how 
she differentiated her outdoor daytime make- 
up from that for evening, she would probably 
tell you that she put more rouge on at night, 
and she would consider that enough. But it 
is not anywhere near enough! The woman 
who wants to give the final perfect finish to 
her appearance uses make-ups that are as 
different from each other as her dresses. 
She does not take the light, clear make-up 
that she uses for morning into the soft, 
shaded lights of evening or use her subtle, 
higher-toned scheme for evening in the 
bright light of day. She plans her make-up 
to. fit the occasion, just as she does her 
clothes, and she sets a splendid precedent 
for us all, for her eff@€ct is wonderfully suc- 
cessful. She has a natural, glowing beauty 
about her face at all times that a single 
make-up never achieves, 

The first occasional make-up that con- 
cerns us—or should concern us—is the oue 
for morning. As we go out shopping or down 
to the office on these brisk October days, 
what make-up should adorn our faces? In 
the first place, it should be as simple and 
natural as possible, for we are about to face 
the relentless light of day. One of the best 
ways of assuring ourselves that a make-up 
will not be too obviously artificial when it 
emerges on the street is to have a clear, un- 
flattering mirror placed where daylight falls 
uncompromisingly upon it, or, if the dressing 
table can not be maneuvered into such a 
position, the hand mirror should be taken 
to the window and every step of the make-up 
should be observed therein. 

The first step for this morning make-up 
(after the skin has been cleansed and fresh- 
ened with a dash of cold-water or an astrin- 
gent) is the rouge, and it is a step to take 
with care, for only a very little should be 
used—less than, in fact, than at any other 
time during the day or night. The rouge 
may be liquid or paste or powdef, Dut, what- 
ever it is, it must be applied lightly. The 
orange shades:‘of rouge are very effective for 
the morning and surprisingly natural, even 
' for the dark blonde skin. The very fair skin 
calls, as always, for rose tints, but, for every 
other type, a darker-toned coloring is best 
for daylight. After the rouge cames the 
powder—naturelle or peach for the very fair, 
rachel for the medium or light brunets, and 
ochre for the dark skin—and this, too, should 

be applied’ lightly, not only to prevent it 
from standing out on the skin, but, also, 
because too heavy a layer of powder will clog 
the pores. Next, the lipstick—and, for day- 
time,'the lipstick should be less bright than 
it is for evening and in artificlal light. <A 
cream rouge is a good substitute for lipstick 
‘in the daylight, because it is Nght in con- 
sistency and looks most natural] of all. Mas- 
cara should never lend its dark presence 
the face in the daytime, but a light pas 
may be applied on lashes and brows, to leave 
them smooth and to remove any trace of 
~~ In the afternoon, make-ups are a bit more 
vivid, At the tea hour our faces can afford 
to be brighter, for there is no brilliance of 
light to brand them as artificial. Just as 
we put on lighter, more flattering frocks, we 
ean choose a lighter powder and a brighter 
- rouge and lipstick, But, above all, every- 
thing should blend. If an te ie is 
chosen, it must be carried. out in powder, 
rouge and lipstick.

TEACHING WILSON THE POLITICAL ROPES

(CONTINUED FROM PAGE 1.) 


The political doctrines he had been 
uncomprisingly condemning in his writ- 
ings and in the classroom were put 
aside. As in the Martine case; the four 
Jersey men who had figured most con- 
spicuously in reversing his policy with 
reference to direct legislation and other 
advanced ideas were Tumulty, Record, 
Devlin and St. John. 


Knew Human Nature. 


They had come up out of the rough 
and knew human nature. Wilson had 


never attended a public school, he had 
lived the cloistered life of prosperous 
colleges and universities and was in 
theory. a great liberal—he preferred 
that term to progressive. “The men on 
the make are the men to whom to go 
for your judgment of what life is and 
what its problems are,” had become 
part of the new Wilson philosophy. 
Like Wilson, so also Tumulty. Rec- 
ord, Devlin, and St. John were natural 
political rebels. . But unlike him they 
had for years been studying the work- 
ings of progressive legislation under 
William S. U’Ren, of Oregon, and they 
were chock full of that sort of informa- 
tion. Senator Jonathan Bourne, jr., 
also of Oregon, shortly afterward came 
on the scene, as did many of the other 
Republican radicals of the time. The 
views of Wilson toward Bryan and La 
Follette began to soften very fast. In- 
stead of regarding them as a danger to 
democracy, Wilson now sounded their 
praises. Out of it all he evolved a cer- 
tain uncharted political reformation of 
his own design. The waves of intense 
public indignation and disgust at the 
government, as stirred up by Roosevelt, 
Bryan and La Follette, fitted admirably 
into the situatton. Wilson was in a 
frame of mind to take on the quarrel. 
The .enmity of powerful Princeton 
alumni, who had been in the habit of 
meeting university deficits, had been in- 
curred by his savage fight over the 
graduate college. That encounter ahd 
the Smith battle proved the prelimi- 
naries to his great combat for a new 
Utopia. } 
Election Bills. 


When the election bill came up for 
final passage after weeks of tinkering, 
most of the Smith. Democrats in the 


legislature had been lined up against it,’ 


and when the vote was forced the oppo- 
sition to Wilson seemed confident that 
they had it killed. Record learned that 
the Essex Democrats were to bolt, and 
he quietly prevailed upon Assemblymen 
Jackson and Layden, of Passaic county, 
Republicans, to support the measure, 
and they, in turn, got a third Republi- 
can to vote for the bill. _With these 
votes the measure, ih its imperfect 
eres Ie esl ok Scone one 
inal passage by a 0 votes, one 
more than the ‘majority. It 
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With the election bills out of the way. 
Wilson asked Record to sit in with Sen- 
ator Harry V. Osborne, of Essex, and 
Frank A. Sommer, who had long been a 
political associate of Record, and had 
already framed a public utility act. Like 
Record, Sommer gave much time to the 
Wilson program, and like Record he 
was regarded by most old-line politi- 
cians as a bit eccentric, because he was 
a lawyer who took a livelier interest in 
ideas and ideals than he did in fees. 
Record found that Sommer and Osborne 
had done a good job on the proposed 
utility law, and he was unable to con- 
tribute anything to their work. 

In those short months Wilson had 
unlearned most of the things about 
politics that he had been learning and 
teaching in the classroom. And he had 
not yet assumed the attitude of bitter 
partisanship that brought subsequent 
disaster. 

It was during .the three months of 
that first legislative session that Wilson 
gave his chief working service to the 
State. In his subsequent two years as 
governor he was largely occupied with 
his campaign for the Presidency and 
was mostly on the wing. In the matter 
of State appointments he had little in- 
terest. Wilson was concerned in placing 
one or two of his friends of the Prince- 
ton faculty who had. stood by him in 
his fight there; otherwise it mattered 
little with him. The choice berth of 
State commissioner of banking and in- 
surance, which had been created in the 
earlier days for George Harvey, Wilson 
gave to Prof. Henry Jones Ford, who 
had never taken a hand in New Jersey 
politics and was entirely unknown to 
the State leaders. His confirmation by 
the Senate was delayed until there had 
been an inquiry into his fitness. Prof. 


Winthrop More Daniels, another inti- _ 


mate in the faculty, was placed on the 
State board of utility commissioners. 


. No Obligation. 


There was no sense of obligation by 
Wilson to those who had rendered po- 
litical service to him or the cause. In 
view of the fact that Record had given 
three months to framing and carrying 
the Wilson legislative program, it was 
suggested that he should get some pub- 
lic recognition. The most desirable 
place, and the-one where Record’s tal- 
ents might best be employed, was the 
utility commission. But Wilson had de- 
termined to give that berth to his friend 
Daniels, and the only other appropriate

in the State board of assessors, with su- 
pervision over railroad and corporation 
property. Wilson, however, was still 
fearful of possible adverse newspaper 
criticism, and he sent for James G. Blau- 
velt, an ardent progressive Republican 
who had been giving much help, and of- 
fered him the place. Blauvelt not only 
declined it, but rather vigorously ex- 
pressed his opinion of Wilson’s conduct 
in taking advantage of Record’s experi- 
ence and help and then being ashamed 
to reward him for it. Wilson afterward 
said that nobody in his lifetime had ever 
talked to him quite so bluntly as Blau- 
velt did. The upshot of it was that Wil- 
son named Record. 

Tumulty and I made a sincere effort 
to pick men who would be a credit to 
Wilson and who furthermore had ren- 
dered party service and would not be 
offensive to the organization. Needless. 
to say, not all the recommendations 
were followed. 

There was nothing in the career. of 
Wilson that so vastly expanded his repu- 
tation as his fight on Smith. It became 
increasingly spectacular because of the 
fact that Wilson was giving battle to 
the very machine which had nominateé ‘ 
him. Like his conflict at Princeton, it ° 
made him famous and won him outside 
of his own State hundreds of supporters 
for every one he lost at home. This fight 
once settled, it was easy to set him be- 
fore the public as a sort of tribune of 
the people who conceived it his duty to 
interpose his influence wherever other 
officials showed a tendency to disregard 
the popular will. The press of the State 
gave him most enthusiastic support. 
Everywhere he was acclaimed, and he 


‘ was able to drive through any measure 


for which his support could be enlisted. - 
His victories over the professional poli- 
ticians of the old school had removed

In the selection of materials en-

WOOLWORTH IS TO LOSE 
“WORLD’S TALLEST” TITLE 


Architects: Turning in Other 
Directions to In- 
sure Prestige. 


New York, Oct. 16 (By A. P.).— 
With the skyscraperss of each year 
being lost in the shadows of the tall- 
er ones erected in the next, the de- 
signer who wishes to plan a dis- 
tinctive building no longer can rely 
upon superior height alone. 

Most of the cities of the United 
States are seeing their “tallest 
buildings’’ eclipsed, one after an- 
other, as the result of a construc- 
tion trend which has been gaining 
moamentum for several years. 


n the past, especially in the early 
part of the century, the erection of 
a building taller than any of its 
neighbors, or taller than any other 
in the same town, was a guarantee 
that it would stand out prominently, 
for a considerable time. 


““‘World’s Tallest’’ Change. 
In New York city, several build- 


ings, successively acquiring the 
title of “tallest,” held it long 


aa 


The American Surety building, one 
of the first downtown skyscrapers; 
was followed by the Flatiron build- 
ing, and then by the §inger build- 
ng. The title of “world’s tallest” 
was then captured by the Wool- 
worth, which held it until the plan- 
ning of the 8l-story of the new 
Book Tower in Detroit. 


Will Rise 711 Feet. 


Most of the cities of America to- 
day are witnessing similar proc- 
esses of “overtopping.” In Cleve- 
land, the new Union Terminal tow- 
er will rise 711 feet, considerably 
higher than the previously tallest 
buildings, except the Woolworth 
building. 

The peak of the Brooklyn skyline 
was for years at 23 stories, the 
height of the Chamber of Commerce 
building. Suddenly it went to 28 
stories with the Court Remsen 
building, and scarcely was this com- 
pleted when work was begun on a 
new 30-story structure, and another 
which is to go to 35 stories, all 
within a few blocks of one another. 
In nearly every section of New York 
city, buildings which previously 
stood out as isolated skyscrapers, 


are today surrounded by taller ones, 
like groves of trees. 


Architects Turn Elsewhere. 


When this overtopping occurs, a 
structure can still hold its rank as 
one of the “leading buildings’’ 
through distinctive features other 
than height. Architects now plan 
to insure permanent prestige for the 
buildings they’ design by modern 
floor plans and lighting effects, ex- 
teriors made attractive by skillful 
use of terra cotta and other deco- 
rative materials, efficient elevator 
facilities, and generally convenient 
equipment throughout. 

Care is also being taken to avoid 
the buildings’ ever assuming an ap- 
pearance of “oldness’’ by the use 
in many cases of facing materials 
which can be washed with soap and 
water.

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RELICTS OF PIRATE DAYS 


“Kangaroo” Tribunals Mete 
Punishment for Petty 
Offenses in Jails. 


ARE FORMED REGULARLY 


Chicago, Oct. 16 (By A. P.).—A 
relic of the trials aboard pirate 
ships in the days of the Spanish 
Main persists in almost every jail in 
the country, says Capt. George H. 
Weideling, retiring warden of the 
It is 
the “kangaroo court,” organized 
and conducted by the prisoners for 
the punishment of petty offenses 
among themselves. The ‘‘court” 
exists in every prison and jail he 


has visited, Capt. Weideling de- 
clares. 

The paradoxical honor existing 
among criminals lies at the base of 
the days of the Jolly Roger, when 
the penalty was often a walk down 
the gangplank. Usually, t sen- 
tence now is a fine of ten or ‘teen 
cents, for such offenses as failing 
to wash the neck, untidy cell, or 
petty theft. Sometimes when the 
crime is graver, the inmates take 
the “law” into their own hands. 

Sheriff Peter Hoffmah was con- 
victed of some unannounced sen- 
tence during his contempt confine- 
ment at Wheaton jail and fined $50 
by the “kangaroo court.” The 
court within the jail is not, as a 
rule, a makeshift affair, but regu. 
larly organized by the prisoners 
themselves, Capt. Weideling says. 
Judges, bailiffs and lawyers are 
elected from among those appar- 
ently best qualified. Sessions are 
held during exercise or ree® periods. 
Collected fines are put into a fund 
for penniless inmates.

REFORE IT 1$ SCREENED. 


Adaptations Made by Various’ 
Writers, if the Story Is 
Viewed Favorably. 


Hollywood, Calif., Oct. 16 (By) 
A. P.).—Twelve analytical minds, 


usually pass judgment upon a book, | 
play or original story before it is | 
converted into a modern picture.; 
So hazardous do most production; 
officials consider the task of select-,| 
ing the subject matter of photo-! 
plays that no one person is given 
exclusive responsibility. Opinions 


A novel for Metro-Goldwyn- 
Mayer, for example, is suggested to 
or recommended by a studio execu- 
tive. It is then passed upon by 
Marion Frances Lee, head of the 
scenario department, who in turn 
assigns it to one of her readers for 
further judgment. 

Thereafter the novel is synop- 
sized and commented upon by two or 
more readers and returned to the 
executives, who decide from their 
reports whether it contains picture 
material. 

If the reports are favorable, the 
novel is purchased and assigned to 
a writer for adaptation. This 
means that the most important and 
dramatic situations are enlarged 
upon and the unimportant details— 
those that can,not be shown on the 
screen—are deleted. Sometimes as 
many as four writers make adapta- 
tions or “treatments’’ of the same 
novel before one is found satisfac- 
tory. 

Following that a director is se- 
lected to make the picture, and he 
is consulted as to his opinions on 
both the story and the treatment of 
the final script. If he, too, passes 
on it, a continuity is written from 
the adaptation. Every scene is 
written out in terms of action and 
numbered. If the finished continu- 
ity does not meet with all-around 
approval, however, a conference is 
held and certain original scenes are 
added and others taken out. 
During the entire time that the 
adaptation and continuity are being 
written, the director, star, writers 
and supervisor confer and make 
suggestions for improvement. 


LOUVAIN NOW SWAMPED 
BY FLOOD OF VOLUMES 


Library Only Half Finished, 
Work Is Delayed, but 


Books Pour In. 


Louvain, Oct. 16 (By A. P.).— 
Louvain library, to which Uncle 
Sam stands godfather, is develop- 
ing problems. 

Foremost is the question of how 
to complete the half-finished gift of 
Americans to devasted Belgium, 
with money invested in Belgian 
bonds which can not now be dis- 
posed of without an enormous loss 
on their face value. It may be years, 
as a result, before the $1,000,000 
library is completed. 

Next is the problem of how to 
meet the upkeep of the completed 
unit with the interest on $125,000, 
also invested in Belgian bonds. 
Atop these considerations, citizens 
of the town are beginning to real- 
ize that the famous library is run- 
ning away with them. 

Where they once had a univer- 
sity specializing in theology, with a 
fine old theological library attached, 
they now possess one of the most 
important international libraries in 
the world with a university attached 
which still specializes in theology. 
What effect the library is going to 
have on the university is the ques- 
tion they are asking. 

An unceasing flow of books comes 
to Louvain library from nations, so- 
cieties and individuals in all parts 
of the world. Ffrom 2,000 to 3,000 
books arrive each month to swell 
the 600,000 already given. A staff 
of twelve works constantly at in- 
dexing and still thousands of vol- 
umes are uncatalogued. Professor’s 
attics, private libraries, and even 
commercial warehouses are filled 
with the overflow of the library. 
Every cranny of Louvain is bulging 
with books and still a generous 
world keeps sending. 

In the complete library there will 
be space for 2,000,000 volumes} 
and Louvain’s librarians neverthe- 
less are grateful for each volume 
they receive, no matter what the 
difficulties its receipt entails for the 
present.
